The weapons were 
pistols and both principals were wounded, 
Pedro in the breast and Count Gibacoa im the 
pide, The scene of the quel was the reser- 
voir grounds at Palatino, jast outside of 


Havana. 
The arrangements for the duel were per- 
ected in New York, and some of the men 
who have been informed of their consamma- 
tion helped to make them. Even the ground 
was chosen there. This reservoir at Palatino 
was completed abouta year ago, and since 
then seven duels have been fought 
behind the walls. A duelist who knows of it 
picks it out as a Gourmet chooses & fine res- 
gufant to dine. The road to Palatine 
passes close to the reservoir, and carriages 
on that road excite no curiosity, provoke no 
questions. The high walis of the reservoir 
furnish a fine shelter, behind which to do 
murder in the polite manner of the code.

Wasuinoror, D. O., Sept. 23.—Bishop 
Keane, Rector of the Catholic University, 
who bas just returned from me, brings 
word from Pope Lee XIII increased 
powers are to be given Mgr. Satolli, and that 
additional dignity is to be conferred upon 
the Papal Delegate. 

Bishop Keane intimates thatthe delegate 
will be clothed with authority to decide abso- 
lately all disputes and differences in the 
church in this country, and that in the 
future appeals to the Propaganda will be d- 
countenasced. He was not advised as to the 
exact character of the increased dignity that 
isto de given the Apostolic Delegation, but 
admits the possibility of Mgr. Satolli being 
created a Cardinal before bis recall from this 


mission. 


THE BERETTA. 

He says that thereis no doubt that Mgr. 
Satolli will receive the Berreta, and the only 
question is as to whenit will be conferred. 
Whether it will be at the Papal Consistory in 
December, or not until the delegate has been 
succeeded asa Papal representative in this 
country he is anable to say, as the Pope gave 
no hint on this matter. Bishop Keane ex- 
presses the conviction based on the conver- 
sation that be had with the Pope that the 
delegation is to maintain permanently in the 
United States. Bishop Keane brings further 
news of importance from the Vatican. He 
says the Pope expressed great «ratification 
at the success of Satoilli’s work fn A 
and informed him thatin November an im- 
portant encyclical letter will be issued. 


THE POPE AND POLITICS. 

The letter, the Pope indicated, will deal 
with the question of political government 
and will, moreover, contain a reiteration of 
his views of the great future of democracy 
not only in this country, dut abroad. The 
letter will be addressed particulariy to the 
Oatholics of the United States and will recite 
anew the position of the charch. 
Bishop Keane Delieves from the con- 
ferences he had with Pope Leo that 
it willl transeend in importance the ener- 
clicals on the labor and parochial school 
q.e¢ n .§Pope Leo XIII., according toBisnop 
Kate, na- gio meriecan politica: as well as 
religious affairs an unceasing source of in- 
terest. The Pupe Delieves that America is to 
be the bul wart of the Catholic Church of the 
futere, and rejoices thatthe political evolu- 
tions of the Olid World are on the 
lines of Democracy followed in the United 
States. Bishop Keane had several confer- 
ences with his holiness and his description 
of the physical and mentai activity of the 
Pope is decidedly interesting. The head of 
the Vatholiic Bilerarchy is now 84 years, Dut 
from the Bishop's account he has not relaxed 
in his attention to the details of the Ohurch’s 
management. 

LEO’S VITALITY. 

Pos Leo, said the Bishop, possesses 
wonderful vitality. He works unremittingiy 
from 8 each morning until 2 in the afternoon 
and the diversion of the problems that are 


presented to him involves a great mental 
strain. He labors over great questions con- 
cerning the church in all parts of the world 
and the task be im es upon himself would 
Ordinarily break down a much younger man. 
Fr. O'Gorman, one of our professors who 
is nowin Rome, gave the Dest 
thegmPope’s undimmed mental powers in 
the statement he made to me just as we 
were leaving the Vatican. He told me that 
be had been exhausted in an hour’s talk 
with bis heliness. The Pope asked all sorts 
of questions about political affairs in this 
country, discussed them at length and found 
America a tireless subject of comversation. 
The Pope is not what he called a listener. 
He enters into coaversation with a gest aad 
earnestness that is remarkable. When I 
talked with him he appeared to be much 
stronger than when I saw him five years ago, 
and ualess something unforeseen happens he 
will probably live for anumber of years to 
come. Herides almost every pleasant Jay 
inthe grounds of the Vatices, and apper- 
ently has few of the infirmities that are 
common to advanced age. ; 
LABOR TROUBLBS.

TERRIBLE STORM. 


Farms Laid Waste and Builategs De- 


melished — Nething Withsteed Its 
Ferce ef Wind—Names of the Dead 
and Injured as Far as Ascertainced— 
The Lecalities WVisited—Freaks ef 
the Sterm—BHail, Bain and Wind. 


Fully Ofty lives were lost in the cysione 
which swept over lowa and Minzesota. 

The number injured will go into the hun- 
dreds, while the property loss will reach an 
enormous figure. 

The path of the storm was a narrow strip 
of country 200 miles long. In its wake are 
reiued towns and devastated farms. 

Starting about ten miles south of Spencer 
in Northwestern Iowa, the storm at 8 o'clock 
degan its work of destruction. Taking 
everything before it, it swept across Iowa 
just north of Emmettsburg and Algona, 
wiping out the little town of Cylinder, but 
mostly injuring the country districts. 

After passing by Mason City and ruining 
the country northwest of Osage, it bore off 
to the northeast, crossiag the Minnesota 
line and soon after 10 o’clock wrecked the 
little town of Leroy, where a bad fire added 
to the destruction. Spring Valley was right 
in the path of the cyclone and suffered se- 
verely. 

Turning again tothe East, the little towns 
of Homer and Lowther were badly damaged. 

All along the path of the storm the tele- 
graphic service has been completely 
wrecked. It was acycione of wind, hail and 
rain, Reports from points below, reached 
by telegraph, tell the story of the fury:

ADMIRAL ITO’S ACCOUNT OF THE Ar- 
TLE OF YALU. 


None ef Mis Vessels Were Sunk in the 


Damaged by the Gans of China’s Fleet 
~—Letiers Frem the American Whe 
Cemmands Admiral Ting’s Chen Yuen 
—Was Spent in Japan. 


Lorpor, Sept. 23.—Dispatches from Ohe 
mulpo, Oorea, dated Sept. 16, say that 
thirty-two Japanese transports, convoyed 
by a feet of warships, have arrived at that 
port, Dringing reinforcements. The latter,the 
dispatch says, consists of 7,000 soldiers 
and 8,000 coolies with 2.000 pack- 
horses, several ponteon bridges and bat- 
teries of mountain guns. The enforcements 
were hurried forward to Seoul, the capital of 
Corea, where, itis said,am attack upon the 
part of the Chinese is expected in an effort 
to retake the city.

The Japanese gave chase and overtook the 
Chinese fleet at 1 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the same day. The Chinese accepted battle, 
and the transports, which thelr fleet were 
escording, entered the Yalu River. The 
Japanese Admiral’s report, continuing, 


says: 

4 tferce engagement followed, our men 
fighting with the greatest determination, 
The battle continued until apprsaching 
darkness prevented its continuance, At the 
close of the day, as a result of five hours’ in- 
cessant fighting, the Chinese had lost the 
war ships Yang Wel, Chal Yung, Lal Yuen 
apd Ching Yuen, While the Ting Yuen, King 
Yuen and Ping Yuen were all set on Ore by 
our ships. 

THE CHINESE FLED, 

„At dusk our ships withdrew and prepared 
to renew the fighting in the morning, During 
the night, however, the remnants of the 
Chinese fleet stole out of the estuary and fled 


toward the Japagese coast. The Japanese 
squadron started in pursuit, bat owing to 
the damage done some of our ships could 
only steam slowly. Wereached Hope Sound 
at daylight on the morningt{ of. Sept. 418, but 
the Chinese ships had reached a safe sheiter. 
We accordingly returned to the rendezvous 
atthe Island of Hai Lan lan, from whence 
all movements of the Chinese from the Gulf 
ot Pei Chi Li could be carefully observed. « 

„he Mateushima, Hi Yel and Akagi were 
in the thickest of the fight, and engaged the 
most powerful vessels of the Chinese fleet. 
They received the greatest damage. The 
transformed cruiser Sakaio also received 
considerable damage. The Matsushima was 
especially pounded. One of her 42-ton guns 
was dismounted by a shot which smashed 
the carriage of the gun, and the latter swung 
heavily against the ship, causing great dam- 
age. It will be necessary to send the Mat- 
sushima to Shasebo fur repairs. 

‘*‘Allthe remaining ships of the Japanese 
squadron can be repaired by artificers on 
board them, and ina week the whole squad- 
ron Will be ready to put to sea again.’’ 

NONE OF HIS 6HIPS. 

Not one of the Japanese warships was 

sunk. The total numberof Japanese killed 


and wounded was 180. 

„The Natsushima, which successively at- 
tacked the Ping Yuen and the Chen Yeen, 
had her Commander, First Lieutenant and 
thirty-four of the crew killed and four 
officers and sixty-nine men wounded. Of the 
wounded seventeen have since died.“ 

The Yaye Yama, a steel cruiser of 1,800 
tons, 5,400 horse-power, carrying three guns 
and steamlng twenty knots an hour, built at 
Yokosuka, Japan, has been ordered to the 
Island of Hai Yan Tanto take the place or 
the “atsushima. 

Admiral lto has transferred his flag to the 
steel cruiser Hashidato, 4,277 tons, 5,400 
horse power and carrying 18 guns, capable 
of steaming 16 knots per hour. : 

The Japanese Board of Admiralty has ap- 
proved the actlan of Admiral Ito in retaining 
allhis ships except the Matsushimaat the 
station and effecting repairs on the spot. 


JAPAN’S NAVAL OOMMANDERS.

THE KOW SHING CALAMITY. 

On Tuesday last the Kow Shing, a British

This week the troops have fought the 
Japamese three times and defeated them 
with heavy loss.

Seen aud Felt Everywhere in Japan

A LESSON FROM NEW -YORK. 

It would be a very desirable solution of 
the disorderly house problem, which is 
now troubling a great many people in this 
city, ifthe Hepzibah Door of Hope band 
of midnight workers could lead all the 
erring ones into the straight and narrow 
path. But the most sanguine cannot hope 
for such a solution, and when the inhabi- 
tants of the disorderly neighborhoods are 
driven out of their present quarters a seri- 
ous condition will confront us. 

Some idea of our impending troubles 
may be formed by whatthe results of 
scattering the evil in the city of New York 
have been. There are innumerable com- 
plaints from formerly respectable neigh- 
borhoods, and life has become a burden 
to dwellers in flats, which are so neces- 
sary to renters in all large cities. 
The shrewdest agents are deceived, 
and the appearance of one dis- 
reputable tenant in an apart- 
ment house may drive out halfa dozen 
respectable families before the new comer 
can be ousted. All sorte of subterfuges 
are resorted to in order to get into respect- 
able houses, and good references’’ are as 
plentiful as blackberries, It is said that 
along Eighth and Ninth avenues at the 
cross streets from Twenty-eighth street up 
to One Hundred and Twenty-üfth 
Harlem, scores of flat-houses, | 
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considerations, the effect on the values of 
residence property will be disastrous. The 
annoyance and vexation incident to scat- 
tering the evilcannot be estimated. We 
must endeaverte reach a practical solu- 
tion of this pressing problem.

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“ENGLISH AS SHE Is WROTE.’’ 


One of the gems of ‘‘English as she is 
wrote’’ by George Meredith which is go- 
ing the rounds of the press as a curiosity 
of modern literature is the following sen- 
tence about girls: They qverdo it by 
craping solemn, or they pinafore a fig - 
ging eegerness or hoist propriety on a 
chubby flaxen grin, or else they dart an 
eye or they mince and prim and pout, and 
are sigh-away and dying-ducky.’’ 

To thoroughly appreciate this rare 
specimen of Meredithian language and get 
under the skins ofthe yellow asters and 
pale-blue devotees of obecurantism who 
revel in such things it is necessary to view 
it in the light of the dictionary. The 
effort to translate it into plain English 
will bring out all the subtleties that are 
concealed in this fortuitous aggregation of 
unusual words, 

We find that the word ‘‘crape,’’ used as 
a verb, means to curl, to crimp, to friz. 
Pinafore signifies an apron, or to protect 
the dress front; jigging is synonymous 
with tricking, cheating, cajoling, de- 
luding or separating ores with a jigger; 
hoist means to lift, raise or elevate by 
means of tackle; chubby is plump, short 
and thick; flaxen is soft straw colored; to 
dart is to hurl, emit or shoot, and mince, 
prim and pout may be freely translated as 
meaning to walk, talk, dress affectedly, 
prink and stick out the lips. The 
exact meaning of ‘‘sigh-away and dying- 
ducky’’ must be left to the taste, judg- 
ment and inner consciousness of the 
reader. 

A literal translation of the sentence then 
would run something after this fashion: 
„They (the girls) overdo it by frizzing 
solemn, or they apron a separating ores 
with a jigger eagerness, or elevate with a 
tackle propriety on a plump, short and 
thick, soft straw colored grin, or else they 
emit an eye, or they walk, talk and prink 
affectedly and stick out the lips and are 
sigh away and dying-ducky.’’ 

That there is a certain humor in this 
form of expression cannot be denied, but 
the ordinary American reader with no 
frizzes or pinafores on the brain would 
prefer to leave the extraction of its exact 
meaning to a debating society of yellow 
asters. Perhaps Prof. Garner, who claims 
to have mastered the Simian language, 
can throw light on it.

INCUBATED BABIES. 

In the cold days of theearly spring the 
country was amused and instructed 
by the workings of an incubator in the 
city of New York that had saved the life 
of an exceedingly small and unpromising 
girl baby who the doctors declared could 
not live. The poor little thing weighed 
only two pounds and the experiment was 
watched with great interest. Too small 
for a baby and not large enough for an 
angel, the darling was happily preserved 
and is now growing and flourishing as all 
other healthy children are. 

The sequel shows, however, that incu- 
bators are not within the reach of all. It 
costs a good deal to save a fragile new- 
comer and, unless prices are reduced, 
some cheaper scheme will haveto be re- 
sorted to. Already there aretwo lawsuits 
the incubation of this tiny 
baby and the bill remains un- 
paid. The parties who fur- 
nished the incubator charged §5 a day for 
118 days, atotal of $590. The man from 
whom they hired it charged them for ite 
use a day, making a bill of $236. The 
baby’s father refuses to pay the $590, re- 
garding the price as exorbitant, and they 
refuse to pay the bill of 236 on similar 
grounds. Happily, the father isa mill- 
lonaire, and if judgment is given against 
him his sufferings will be chiefly mental. 

Perhaps these incubator people would 
be less exacting in the case of poorer men 
than the New York baby’s pa, but there is 
no evidence of such a dispositfon. The 
announcement of these suits, with the fiig- 
ures they disclose, will more or less de- 
press the baby incubator stock.

The St. Clair Turf Association izaugurated 
Its fall, winter, spring and summer meeting 
yesterday afternoon at its brand new track 
across theriver. Its managers hope to have 
it run through all the seasons, but of course 
this will depend largely upon the patronage 
of the public. The venture casts in the 
shade anything of the kind ever attempted 
in this vicinity and equals in audacity 
and bare-faced defiance of te spirit 
of the Illinois turf law anything 
that the resourceful Joe Uliman ever at- 
tempted in Chicago. 

Itis simply and purely and confessedly a 
maneuver to get around the provision of the 
Illinois law prohibiting thejmaking of a 
foreign book anywhere outside of a regular 
rate track where a card ot races is run of. 
It is nothiag more or less than a big pool- 


room and gambling joint. The East St. 
Louis and Madison traeks with their three- 
fourth mile circuits admittedly supported 
by the patronage of the foreign book are 
outdone. 

Imagine a race track an eighth ofa mile in 
circumference! This is absolately and in all 
truth the size of the affair just starting. And 
as to its shape, verily it is fearfully and 
wonderfully made. A Bartlett pear bas ex- 
quisite proportions from a race-track point 
of view ia comparison toit. It is lop-sided, 
uphill and down dale, and the owner of 
the Jefferson avenue street car 
male would refuse to low th e 
animal to run on it, thatisif he had any re- 
spect for brute creation. To such straits has 

amdliag brought the sport of kings.’’ 
This track is ultima thule, the reductio ad 
absurdum or disgustam orsomething of that 
sort, to which the control of gamblers has 
brought the racing of the present day.

The new track is situated in St. Clair Coun- 
ty, about opposite Chouteau avenue. It may 
be reache@ by ferry from the foot 
of Washington avenue or Sprace street. 


Yesterday afternoon the boats ran every 
fifteen minutes. Perhaps #00 people made 
thetrip. Among them were seven women, 
who looked woefully disconsolate standing 
around in the deep sand in the betting ring, 
for there was no other place for themto go. 
It is no. More than 100 yards from the Levee 
to the entrance tothe track. Everything is 
free, even the ferriage—thatis, the latter is 
free ifyou have a ticket from the associa- 
tion, and these were given away promis- 
cously. If you did not have one of these 
tickets 8 cents was required for the trip 
across. 

The betting ring ie not yet fnished. Men 
were busy putting on the roof yesterday, but 
this did not interfere with the book«-making, 
only with the comfort of those present, Six 
bookmakers were on hand to do business.

Business, however, was not particularly 
brisk.

It was composed largely o 
touts and the old verty-siricken pool 
alley contingent. ace track crowds 
are neve a choice lot, but 
this was ths toughest one gotten together 
in many a day. There were no bright spots 
to relieve . There were any number of 
chaps around to relieve you, however The 
reporter White, consumed “7 excitement 
during the frst St.Clair race, s touched“ 
tor all tube Chagge in his watch pocket, but 
at himself lucky to get off that 
cheap. 

The bookmakers were a gorry-looking lot 
also. Most of them were youngstefs scarcely 
out of their teens. A man with money to 
burn might Make a swell bet without attach- 
ing a striag te them, but others less fortu- 
nate could dard! be expected te do 
20. The Grawing-in price is $20, 
a Hay foreach set of races.

RIVALRY AND DEATH. 


Pret. Fllis Mertally Weunded by Prest- 
dent Bryant ia Texarkana. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., Sept. 22.—G. L. Bryant, 
President of the Texarkana Interstate Nor- 
mal and Business College, at 9o’clock last 
night shot aud it is believed mortally 
wounded Prof. George T. Ellis, whois the 
Principal of a select school for boys. 

Ellis was formerly a teacher in Bryant's 
college, but about six months ago a differ- 
ence arose between them and Ellis severed 
bis connection with the institution. Bryant 
was very jealous of the patronage of his col- 
lege, and when he learned that Ellis would 
open an opposition school he became very 
bitter in his denunciation of himand set 


about to convince tke publicthat he was a 
very bad man, and entirely unfit to train the 
youth of the country. 

He entered into correspondence with par- 
ties in other States|where Ellis had previous- 
ly lived and from these seeured a number of 
letters which were very damaging to the 
character of Ellis, These he showed to a 
number of citizens and thera invited Kllis to 
go toa hotel with him, saying he would read 
themto him. Ellis was sitting in a book 
store on Broad street at 9o'’clock last night 
when this invitation was extended. He 
promptly accepted and followed Bryant to 
the hotel, where, after a short quarrel, Bry- 
ant suggested that they adjourntoa point 
outside the city limits and settle their differ- 
ences witha fist fight. Ellis accepted this 
invitation also and they walkedto a point 
about 800 yards distant, where they stopped 
and pulled off their coats. Bryant then 
whipped out a pistol and began flourishing it 
inthe bright electric light which was close 
b 


. 

Ellis insisted that he was unarmed and 
asked Bryant to put aside his pistol, but the 
latter said: No, I am golng to shoot you 
now,’’ and sulting the action tothe word 
pulled the trigger Ellis feli to the ground 
shot through the body. Bryant then escaped, 
but a couple of hours later was arrested near 
his home and brought back. 

Ellis was taken to his room, where doetors 
pronounced his wounds rtal. He made a 

ng statement, denying all of Bryant“ 
charges and said he was shot in cold diood. 

Bryant declines to make a statement, but 
his friends mysteriousiy hint ata woman in 
the case and say Bryant will be exonerated 
at a final trial when the full truth ts told, 

Ata preliminary trialthis afternoon Bry- 
ant waived examinatii:n and was allowed 
ball in the sum of $8,000, whieh he has not 
given. Public opinioa is almost unanimous 
against Bryant, and there has been strong 
talk of lynching. Ellis is sinking fast to- 
night and cannot possibly live. Both men 
are known in educational circles throughout 
the State.

TO HIS CRITICS 


Police Commissioner Lee Takes 
Wm. P Macklin as an Example. 


And Tells What Hs Thinks of Him and 
His Views. 


HE OUTLINES THE FUTURE POLICY OF 
TAI POLICE BOARD. 


Gev. tene Was Advised of the Inten ded 
Deeaptitatiens Befere the Festivities 
Began-—Thkhe Commissiexner Defends 
the Action ef the Board—Pernicieus 
Kicking. 


Police Commissioner Lee deelined yester- 
day to discuss department policy. 

Then ‘*Billy’*’ Macklin’s criticism of the re- 
cent reductions was idiy referred to by the 
interviewer. Then Mr. Lee changed bis 
mind and said: 

es, Iodbserve that Mr. William Macklin 
does not like some of the recent actions of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. I do not 
know the gentleman—never heard of him be- 
fore; but on inguiry I find that he is an eccen- 
tric little man, who makes great protesta- 
tions of Democracy. Ialso find that he re- 
cently participated in a Republican meeting, 
and publicly declared his allegiance, and 
offered his support to a well-known Repab- 
lican, Mr. Charles F. Joy, in a race for Con- 
gressin the Eleventh District. It is very 
dificultto please that style ofa little man, 
for he seldom knows positively ‘Where he is 
at. He reminds me of the mountaineer 
in Kentucky who had been par- 
tially lynched several times alter- 
nately by victorious bands of rebel 
and Yankee guerrillas, all wearing blue uni- 
forms, acquired either by capture or regu- 
larly. Being halted by such a company he 
was asked: ‘Are you a Rebel or a Yankee?’ 
He replied: ‘Well, to tell the truth, gentle. 
men, I'm nuthin’ and bat — little of that.’ 

It seems to me that Macklin could con- 
sistenth take the same position. However, 
Ihave no illfecling toward this critical and 
vacillating little man. When I come across 
a case of this kind lalways think of the sign 
in the Western theater, ‘Don’t shoot at the 
orchestra; they are doing the best they 
can.’ 

Lam sorry, indeed, to have Gispleased 
the Republicans by my recent action in vot- 
ing for the retirement of Capt. Huebler and 
a numberof policemen, but as Sam Jones 
says, When youshut your eyes and shoot at 
ramdom and hear a dog howl, you can know 
that you have hit something. 
We had more policemen than we 
had money and more Oaptains than 
salaries and we had to shoot. We called for 
a grading of the force and relied upon the 
recommendation of the officers of the de- 
partment. 1 do not do police duty and can- 
not Ir observe the quality of the 
service of the men and must rely upon the 
reports of the Chief of Police, Captains and 
Sergeants, and I had seen such reports de- 
fore lvoted.

Memrnis, Mo., Sept. 23.—Excitement over 
the attempt to hold up ‘the Santa Fe 
train at Gorin still rans high.

He did not 
have much schooling, Dut talks intelligently 
and knows how to express himself. efore 
he Degan his story Mr. MoKee asked him if 
he understood that he was likely to die and 
that in the event he did not survive his in- 
juries the statement would be presented in 
court as testimony. 

ABRAM’S CONFESSION. 
**I understand that fully, replied Abram, 
wand Iwill give you a true and complete 
statement in a mighty short time. To begin 
with, I would ever have gone into this 
train-robDing business if I had not been per- 
suaded to do so by McDaniel. I fought him 
off for a long time, but he kept after me un- 
till gave in. About June I. as near as Ican 
ux the date, Mr. Watkins came out to see me 
about insuring my life, and McDaniel came 
with him. While Mr. Watkins was talking 
to me McDaniel acted very familiar like, and 
when 1 told Bim I didn’t know him, he 
laughed and said, ‘Oh, yes, you do.’ I 
was very busy with my crops about 
about this time, but not long after 
MeDanieil again came to my house, and after 
talking awhile to me asked me to join him in 
robbing a train. He was the first man who 
ever mentioned such a thing tome. He said 
that he was the slickest man in Memphis, 
and witbout coming out square like, he 
sort of hinted at many crimes in which he 
had been concerned. He came out several 
times to talk to me about the matter, every 
time telling how easy it would 
to stop a train, get into the express car and 
wet away wiih ‘enough money to make all of 
us rich. He toid me he could get some 
mighty good men to join him, but be never 
mentioned any of their names except Lin- 
cola Overfield. George Overfield told me 
that he tried to get pim, and I understand be 
also tried to get Chariey Connor.

„We heard the train coming and Overfield 
and me lald down. McDaniel signaled fer it 
to stop, but it ran way beyond where he 
said it would and we jumped upand ran 
after it. 1 wasso excited that 1 left one of 
my revolvers on the ground where we were 
lying. Iheldthe other in my hand and 
running up to the engine! climbed up, held 
out my revolver and ordered tue engineer to 
holdup his hands. He said, ‘You're here, 
well, what do you want?, Just then Isaw 
McDaniel run around on the other side of the 
train and 1 telt certain he had led us intoa 
trap. I fred my revolver at the smoke stack. 
They say I hit the engineer, but I didn’t 
mean to, and I don’t believe it was my bullet 
that struck him. 

‘*as soon as I fred I jumped off the en- 
gime, intending to run away, but a man 
sprang up from among the coal and Ored at 
me with a shotgun. I felt the bullets Dreak- 
ing the bones in my shoulder and then! felt 
a stream of hot blood running down 
my back. I leaped forward, rolled 
over and over down the bank and 
into the tall weeds. I was afraid to raise up, 
for fear they would shoot me again, and 1 
could hardly craw! because * right shoulder 
was all shot to pieces. 60 I just wriggied 
along like a spake until I cametoa wire 
fence. I found a place where a log held 
up the lower wire and dragged 
myself through. 1 kept hearing 
voices and the firing of guns 
and knew I would be either captured or Killed 
if 1 Gidm’t get into the woods. Taking my 
chances of being shot I made for the woods 
and got there in time to hear Overfield’s 
horse galloping away. ‘y mare was erazy 
with excitement.

I was 
in awful pain and the bushes rub- 
bing against my broken shoulder 
hurt so that I could hardly keep from jell- 
ing.

As son as I was sure they 
were gone I made a straight shoot for home. 
I didn’t dare go along the road for fear of 
being captured, and baving escaped thus far 1 
made up my mind to get away if I possibly 
could. I took tothecorn fields. The tall 
stalks kept people from seeing me, but they 
hurt my arm terribly. However, { tramped 
sixteen miles to my house and had been 
there but a short time when the officers cam.

In the early accounts of the robbery

Abram was made to 
desperate by statements that has served 
aterm inthe Penitentiary. Ooncerning this 
County ireasurer Graves says that whena 
very young boy, Abram was bound oat to his 
uncie, who promised to give him a horse, 
saddle and bridle and a suit of clothes when 
he came ot age. Atthe age of he quareled 
with dis uncle and ran away witha mule 
that be had always claimed ashisown. His 
uncle caused his arrest and he was sent to 
the Penitentiary. 

Confirmation of the confessions of both 
Abram and Overfield was obtained this after- 
noon from numerous sources. William 
Ralph, employed in a livery barn; Eli Dalley, 
a st. Louls horseman, and Richard 
‘oleman, a bricklayer, ‘all relate how 
MeDaniel approache them at various times 
with a proposition te aid him in robbinga 
train, They thought he was joking at the 
time, dat now that the train robbery has 
taken place they are uncertain asto whether 
or not he tried to draw them into 
a trap, or whether be was in earnest 
about capturinga train and its treasure. 
Ezra Dagas, a sort of lawyer, lives ona 
farm about six miles from Memphis. He was 
in town this afternoon and the correspond- 
ent told him what Overfield and Abram had

A curious attemtt at suicide was made in 
Rembrook’s barber shop, 808 North Eighth 
street, about 10 o'clock last night.

Only those who fully and com- 
pletely considered themselves German sub- 
jects could hope for his royal favor. Emperor 
William concluded by saying: Let us stand 
firm against all hostile schemes. All my 
subjects must stand firm at my back. Trust- 
ing that Thorn will ever be the stronghold 
— by is borne in mind, I bid you ‘Leb 
wohl.“ 

tis Majesty's remarks are also interpreted 
here as an expression of renewed confidence 
in Chancellor Von Capri ta his fight 
against the agrarians. The Emperor and 
the Chancellor are both alarmed at the many 
recent signs of Polish agitation and fraterni- 
gation, such as the reception accorded to 
the Posen guests at the exposition held at 
Lemburg.

HER QUARREL HERE WITH STAGE MAR- 
AGER WILLIAM LOCER. 


Was Then a Member of the American 
Opera Co.—Looke Bad Set a Table and 
Chair Improperly fore Behearsel and 
She Bumped Into Them and Became 


Offended. 


Mme. Fursch-Madl, the famous diva, who 
died Friday night at her couatry home in 
Warrensvilic, N. J., sang with the Amer'i- 
can Opera company in St. Louis in the win- 
ter of 1886. She appeared then ju Ada“ and 
sang the part with a dramatic Drilliancy that 
captivated the music lovers ot the city. But 
ber visit to St. Louls waa memorable not 
alone for her triumph in that fetching opera. 
It was memorable also forthe great quarrel 
she had with her stage manager, William 
Locke. The row wasa very serious thing to 
der then and to Mr. Locke and to Theodore 
Thomas, whose baton directed the orchestra 
of the company. But, now that it is all over 
long ago, it remains in the memory merely 
as a bumorous little incident in Fursch- 
Madi’s career. 

The American company was about to open 
an engagement at the Exposition Music 
Hall. The first opera to De presented was to 
be the Huguenots and Fursch-\iadi was 
to sing in the part of Valentine. Therefore, 
the advance sale of seats had Deen enormous, 


for st. Louls people were eager to hear the 
renowned cantatrice in one of her most 
characteristic and most celebrated roles. 
And great was the disappointment when on 
the initial nignt Fursch- Madi did not appear. 
and Bertha Pierson took her piace. Fursch- 
madi was angry that night and kept in her 
room at the Southern wher the crowded 
theater was expecting to hear the melody 
of her voice abo the foot- 
lights. A property and a 
property chair, which anyone will admit are 
very innocent things in themselves, were 
the cause of Farsch-Madi’s anger. For Mr. 
Locke, the stage manager who was unpopu- 
lar with the singers, and had been havin 
considerabie trouble with them. had — 
that table and chair where Fursch-Madi 
knew they did not belong and from which 
she threwthem roughly in high dungeon. 
She accused Locke of taking the action to 
annoy her. 
THE INCIDENT. 

It was at an afternoon rehearsal at the 

**Huguenots.’’ Fursch-Madi was down by 


the footlights singing some beautiful aria 
from the opera to the accompaniment of 
the orchestra under Theodore Thomas. and 
while she sang, Mr. Locke placed a table and 
chair upon the stage in positions which were 
unwonted in the opera’s mise-en-scene, 
When Fursch- Wadi hed finished 

she moved backward up 

and bumped into the table. grew in- 
stantly very angry, not only because she was 
hurt dy the collision, but also because ner 
artistic sense was , offended. She haa 
sung the ‘*Huguenots’’ in every capital in 
Europe, and had learned the proper Staging 
ot the piece under the personal direction of 
the composer, Meyerbeer, himself. 

She laid her hands violently on the table, 
and shoved it far across the stage, and took 
the misplaced chair and hurled it to 
one side, Then " — soul of Mur. 
Locke, the stage Manager, grew roth with. 
in dim, and he brought bis clenched fst 
down resoundingly upon the table-lid and 
declared emphatically that he proposed to 
arrange things to suit himself and would 
stand no interference even from so great 
an artiste. Whereupon Fursch- Madi Durst 
into tears and left the theater.

Il bardly know how to make a reply to the 
lecture Which appeared in your issue of the 
18th inst.

stance;,’* and the best thing to do under the 
circumstances is that ‘‘which wilijincrease 
the sum of human happiness, or lessen it the 
least. Thus he settles the moot point of 
the old philosophers as to what is the sum- 
mum donum with the dash of his pen, taking 
care, however, to eliminate from the ques- 
tion the existence of the Supreme Being, 
whose will and nature determine for his 
creatures what is right and what is wrong. 


There is, therefore, no supreme court to 
which we can both appeal, and I must de. 
cidedly objeet to submit my opinion, willl and 
judgment tosuchatribunal as the Colonel 
has proved his reason to be.

Which is most to 
be esteemed and admired, this man of whom

I have learned a great deal about catching 
since I entered the National League. I fort - 
unately was never troubled with a swelling 
of the cranium. The press and public treated 
me very Kindly from the start, but I kept my 
eyes open and soon arrived at the conclusion 
that while I had the Aiments of back. 
stopping down pretty fine, there was plenty 
ofchance to improve. 1 ndopted sugges- 
tions from dig-hearted Diek uckley, Joe 
Quinn and other old-timers, and soon began 
to Knock off rough edges which escaped the 
public’s attention. 


A GOOD TIP. 

I noticed, for instance, that when Buckley 
andthe other seasoned reserves caught a 
dall they were always in position to throw. 
Observation showed me that when the ball 


struck his hands Backley’s right foot would 
be behind his left, and thas the right arm 
would be swung backward, Then, if a base- 
runzer had started to steal not a moment 
would be lost in shooting the ball tothe bag 
he was tryingfor. In common with other 
inexperienced catchers, I had been in the 
habit of catching the ball and then getting 
into position to throw, This involved loss of 
time and hargdicapped me by giving the 
runner the best of it by six or eight feet. 
Now, I don’t like to take the worst of it when 
I can — it, andIiset about correcting this 
amateurish habit. 

I learned to assume the proper position in 
a short time, and advise all young catchers 
to do likewise. 

I make ita point to keep my pitcher well 
advised of the amount of ground a base ran- 
ner is taking. We communicatd by signals. 
It Ian reasonably sure that an attempt to 
steal will be made on tne next pitched Dall, I 
signal for a high straight ball tothe right of 
the plate if the latter is right-handed, and to 
the left if he is a south-paw, and if my 
throw is accerate and my pitcher has not al- 
lowed bim to get too muchof a start, I'll 
nip my man every time. 

I try to familiarize myself with the coach- 
2 signals of my opponents and in this way. 
iflam on, Il can be prepared or any move 
they make. 

In my opinion, the hardest balisto han- 
dle are those tantalizing high fouls, They 
are difficult to judge correctly andas they 
are twisting ata Maud 8. gait, they are hard 
to hold. Oftentimes, a catcher das to con- 
tend with the glaring rays ot the sun and it 
is — that we get as many of them as 
we do, 


DANGERS AND DIFFICULTIES. 

The chest-protector, mask and big glove 
lessen the chances of a catcher being in - 
jured, bat the statistics will show that more 
backstops are sent tothe ‘‘hospital’’ than 


the players of all the other positions, The 
throwing hand, arms and legs of a receiver 
are unprotected and it isa lucky man who 
escapes an injury of some kind fora week at 
atime. Foul tips do the most damage. 
Wild pitchers are about as bad, if one has to 
use the ungloved hand to stop them. Une 
has to exverience the pain caused by a rap 
on the ends of the fingers by a vicious foul 
right off the bat to appreciate it. 
hink of a speedy ll striking the mus- 

cles of the arm or * with your leg. 
It is not an unusual thing for a poor fellow 
to have a finger broken or put out of joint. 
It’s part of the business, however, and a 
man has to take these chances. 

Then again there is the prospeets of getting 
spiked by the base runner on the th 
head bim off at the plate. It won't do to 
overlook that. 

Whenever a battery gets the signals 
mixed thereis trouble and danger in store 
for the catcher. Iffor instance, I sign fora 
low incurve and my pitcher through an 
oversight or by a mistake, sends a high oat:

Butter 
is included inthis list and not an ounce of 
even the purest of the cow’s manufactured 
product has passed his lips since he com- 
menced active training. 

THE PUGILIST’S DIET. 
» Oreedon has an appetite second to none 
under ordinary circumstances. The pro- 
verbial saying that one can work 
with more satisfaction after eating 


than on an empty stomach may de 
correct, but Oreedon diets himself on just 
the opposite basis. He believes that all ath- 
letes, when in training, should do their work 
on au empty stomach. The digestive organs 
should, in Creedon’s opinion, never be over- 
crowded, for when an athlete in good con- 
Gition eats heartily the meal is as heavy on 
his stomach as a chunk ot lead. This is very 
injurious, and the athlete who eats heartily 
and then goes out for work will impair his 
powers im short order, at least so Ureedon 
thinks. Last week Dan confined himself 
to chops, steaks, toast, tea and one 
glass ot ale a day.

SEETCHES OF THE MER. 


Fighting Careers of Dan Oreedon and Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 


Robert Fitgsimmons, the champion middle- 
weight pugilist of the world, was Dorn in 
Helston, Cornwall. England, on June 4, 1862. 
He stands 6 feet in dis stocking feet 
and is one of the tallest men that 
ever fought in the middleweight 
class. Fitzsimmons made his Arst 
appearance in the ring. as an amateur, ten 


years ago, at Temaru, New Zealand. Then 
he entered a tournament gotten up dy Jem 
Mace. He bested five men ip 
this affair and securea the ama- 
teur championship of New Zealand, 
whieh he held for two years. He next de- 
feated Herbert Slade, the Maori, in a 
three-round glove contest. Under London 
rules, Arthur Cooper lasted Dut three rounds 
before him and then he defeated Jimmie 
Crawford and Jack Murpby. Di Sandal, 
Bill Slavin and many of the best middle- 
weights in the colonies were afterwards 
conquered by ‘‘Lanky Bob,’’ before he came 
to America in 1890. The first naht Fitz“ 
had in this country was with his fellow- 
countryman Billy McCarthy, whom 
he made quit in nine rounds. 
Jack Dempsey. the middleweight champion, 
next fell before him in thirteen rounds, and 
the Black Pear! could stand his pece for only 
four rounds, Peter Maher lasted ten rounds, 
put Jim Hall had to give up the ghost in four 
rounds. Fitzsimmons’ most recent opponent 
was Joe Choynski, with whom he made an 
eight-round draw at Boston last summer. 


DAN OCREEDON. 
Dan Oreedon is anative Australian, having 
been born in Melbourne on June 7, 1869. He 


stands 5 feet % inches in his stocking feet 
and nas a chest measurement of 42 inches, 
which, when inflated, measures 45 inches, 
His waist measurement is 88 
inches and his biceps register 
16 inches. Oreedon was 18 years of age when 
he commenced fighting professionally. Dur-

INDICATIONS OF A MOVEMENT TOWARDS

Potter’s Field Overcrowded, 


and the Bodies of St. Louis 


Paupers May Be Incinerated. 


A Municipal Committee Investigating the Practicability of the Pro- 


posed System There Mdy Be Organized Opposition to Prevent 
Its Going Into Effect—Council President Nagel’s Views—The Ex- 
pense of Cremation—Oontemplated Additions to the Missouri 


Crematory. 


Recently there have been complairts 
@gainst the manner of interment in vogue at 
Potters’ Field—that gruesome plot of ground 
south of the Poor-house, where are interred 
the pauper dead of the city. They constt- 

‘tute a part of the regular mall at the office 
of the Health Commissioner, who has final 
jurisdiction in the matter, It is charged 
that Potters’ Field is overcrowded; that the 
oceasional practice is to bury two or three 
bodies in the same grave, and that the out- 
lay of labor in the Gigging is so scant that 
the place has becomea public nuisance and 
destroyer of health. All this, and more 
has been brought to the atten- 
tion of rious representatives or 
the municipal government; reports 
have been ordered by superior and supplied 
by subordinate officers; but still the com- 
plaints endure,unabated ether In frequency, 
volume or vehbemence. No recommenda- 
tions of a radical character have been adort- 
ed, though many bave been made, and the 
efforts at reform have been confined to the 
straightening ot an occasional fence panel, 


the deepening of a new section of graves, or 
the exhumation and reintermeat of a few 
-endurlog bones. 
fact is the Knolls occupied by both 
hy jee baste and Female Hospital are Milled 
wit forgotton graves of pauper dead— 
Graves of cholera victims of 1886, hastily 
interred, and left without protecting sign; 
graves of hundreds of unfortunates, accord- 
ed shallow burialin dead of winter, some in 
coffins, same protected but with their last 
earthly apparel. For tue en Has had 
paupers, aud the durial of paupers, longer 
than she has had a code of ordinances gov- 
erning sanitary matters or a contingent of 
citizen stiekliers for correct sanitary 
usages and deal boxes, ice, chloride of lime 
and the like are of comparatively recent 
adoption as adjuncts tothe proper disposal 
by friendiess human clay. As stated the 
kholls about the Poor-house and Female 
Hospital have been used—and for a time in- 
discriminately—for free burial ground for 
more than a generation; and now that a 
residence section has grown up within na 
distance of these institutions 
it is not surprising that the 
exhumation of a femur, foot or skull in some 
spot under the public eye, has given rise to 
stories that the pauper dead were being 
handied ia a manner offensive to the living. 
For thirty years, however, the city has 
owned «a rial plot, and pains have been 
taken to e¢0nfine the charity interments 
t Dut the plot ts small and the few 
of the immediate vicinity other 
Wag city omcials declare that it is being 
shamefaily overcrowded. 
Some time last spring the Board of Health 
beg President of the Council | Gharles 
el, end Dr. Otto Foerster, as a commit- 
devise a way forthe disposition of the 
rdead ofthe city, owing to this pros- 
pective over-crowding of Potter's Field, and 
ever since that time there has been no little 
anxiety expressed as tothe outcome of their 
deliverations. ihe inmates of the Poor- 
house, especially, have taken it upon them- 
selves to give the matter a good deal of con- 
Sideration, and naturally, as they are the 
ones most deeply interested, 

There nas been talk of inclmerating these 
poor unfortunates, and the site of the crem- 
atory 80 near at to the 
city’s alms-house, alben somewhat ar- 
tistic in appearance, has not had a cheering 
effecton the inmates of Sapt. Gallagher's 
hostelry. lhese poor people, Upon whom 
the heavy hand of misfortune has been laid, 
look with feelings of shivering terror on the 
Prospect of being barned after death. To 
them there is a horror about this thing far 
greater than in the mind ofthe average ei- 
sen. There could be no choice for them, no 
appeal. The burial traditions of ancestry 
and religion would be swept away against 
their wiil—despite their protest. 

, PHASES OF THE SITUATION. 

While there does not seem to be any imme- 
diate probability ofsuch astep being taken 
just yet by the Board of Health, 


the contemplation of it presents 
grave, even pathetic phases. mid a 
movement in this direction assume 
serious importance inadditionto the array 
of those indiscriminately opposed for one 
reason Or another to cremation, the entire 
force of the Catholic Vhurch would in ali 

bability be exerted to defeatit, as it is 
Against the religious precepts of this church, 
and ifthe movement in favor of cremation 
of paupers should ever be crystallized into a 
jaw the expense attached to it would be of no 
mean impertance. in the present condition 
of the city’s finances this phase of the ques- 
tion should pot be forgotten. 

The present fee for cremations is $25. OF 
course were the bodies of ali deceased pau- 
pers turned overto the association owning 
the Crematory a contract by the year or per 
Capita would haveto be entered into. Tne 
rate, no doubt, would be much lowerthan the 
regulation $25 now charged, but in any case 
the amount would be greatiy in excess of

THE CREMATORY BUILDING. 

A Crematory is nota particularly gruesome 
place although used for so gruesome a pur 
pose. The one belonging tothe Missour! 
‘‘rematory Association is situated om Sublette 


avenue, a few dlocks south of Arsenal street. 
it stands upon a little Knoll with the Insane 
Asylum in front of it, the Woman's Hospital 
on the left and the Poor-house to the rear. 
In view of the fact that the question of. cre- 
mation may be agitated serluusiy within a 
shot time, a description of the place may be 
of interest. 

The bulidingitselfigs rathera pretty one, 
square in general shape and quite small. The 
materialigred brick. The grounds imme- 
Glately aboutit are nicely cared for and a 
sign on the gate-post announces that the 
janitor will show ali visitors through for the 
nominal fee of 10 cents for each party. 

This jasitor isan intelligent old German, 
Charies Leimecke by mame. He has been in 
charge of the Crematory for something over 
two years now, and is the one who superin- 
tends the cremation. His explanation of 
the operation is extremely graphic and is 
given witba regard for detall that almost 
shows a relish in the work. 

On the day the SUADAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH man 
visited the Crematory the old janitor seemed 
lu a particularly good humor. He received 
the reportercordially and upon learning his 
business escorted him immediately to the 
chapel. Thisis reached by a DroaJ filgiht of 
steps running up in front of the buliding. 
it is a pretty littie room. In its center stands 
the catafaique into which the coffin con- 
taining the body of the deceased !s put whiie 
the funerai services goon. There is an organ 
on the platform, sothat the ceremony does 
not lae music. Around the sides of the 
room runs a sort of mantel, on which stand 
many urns containing the ashes of beloved 
Gead. The association keeps the remains at 
the Crematory free of charge, andin case a 
reiative wishes to remove them a permit 
from the Board of Health is just as necessary 
as thougha body were to be moved froma 
cemetery, 

The bottom ofthe catafaique wherein the 
body is put is movable. It may be lowere(l, 
and after the body is once init becomes the 
duty orthe janitorto go below to wait for 
the signal from the undertaker. When a 
little bell rings, apmouncing that all Is 
ready, the janitor lowers the body and is 
joined shortly by the undertaker and a few 
friends or relatives as witnesses. Ike rest 
of the Mourners must remain above. 


A CREMATION DESCRIBED. 
The real work of cremation now begins. 
On what is known as the ‘‘gridiron’’ a 


sheet soaked in alum water for antise ptic 
urposes ies spread. ‘Ihe body is then lifted 
rom the coffin and placed upon the grid- 
iron, the sheet being entirely wrapped about 
it. The frame upon which the gridiron 
rests moves by means ofa littie track upto 
the furnace door. The gridiroas are also on 
wheels. the retort’s door is opened, the 
xridirons hurriediy rolled in, the doors are 
shut and the incineration has eommenced. 

The beat used in destroying the corpses is 
obtained in a rather unusual way. It results 
from the ignition of a gas produced from 
burning oak wood. At the rear of the retort, 
right in the center, there isa pipe leading to 
the furnace proper inthe rear. This pipe is 
rem | asmokestack. When the operation is 
at full Diast this smoke from the furnace up- 
on entering the retort is ignited and a stream 
of ure blows rigat over the body. 

10 aid in the consumption this gas from 
the furnace is also eomducted in at the base 
of the retort and is led to the front, so that 
it may be lighted there. Thus a double draft 
Is created. There is also a small stream of 
this gas loading te the entrance to the smoke 
escape of the retort, and upon this belng 
lighted every particle possibie is burned, the 
smoce On its exit from the chimney being 
almost imperceptible. 

ihe gas Gre in the rear of the retort has to 
be lighted by a frein another furnace. It is 
so ed that one cannot get at it and so a 
chareoal fre is started ina little furnace 
built jest under tue jet in the main retort, 
— Pb it Dbesomes suficientiy hot the gas 

it takes about two hours and perhaps 
three cords of wood to thoroughly ineinerate 
a body. For the first hour onda half the re- 
tort is filled with smoke so that nothing can 
be seen. After that it begins to clear up; 
and, as a rule, at the end of two hours the 
operation is complete. ibere 
little slide througn which 
ator may look to satisfy 0 
Woeqg he perceives that everything has 
fallen through from the gridireas to the pan 
below, When the atmosphere is clear, he al- 
lows the fre todiedowa and draws out the 
gridironstacool. After the heat has sum 
clentiy died out of them he takes a broom 
ena sweeps the ashes 42 abox. The grid 
irons are white-washed to be ready for the 
next recipient and the ashes are turned over 
to the proper authorities to be taken away 
or lait at the Crematory as is thought best.

A CUTTHROAT AMOEG FISHES.

The Swordfish Leaves Death and Devasta- 
tion in His Wake.

The swordfish js the pugilist of the sea, a 
pugiiist who wastesno time in talking and 
misses no opportunity to fight. Unlike the 
shark, the swordfish would rather fight than 
eat. The shark is ferocious, ravenous anda 


giutton, but the swordfish fights for the sake 
of fighting, without troubling whether the 
objectof his attack is worth eating or not. 
Anything ts gamefor himfroma mackerel 
toa man-of-war. One of thethings in the 
ascending scale between these two is a 
whale. 

The passengers on an Atlantic liner had the 
good fortuse some time agoto witness an en- 
counter between several swordfish and a 
Whale. The huge body ofthe cetacean was 
seen to rise repeatedly above the water quiv- 
ering with pain and lasking his tall with 
fury. His antagonist could not at ürst be 
seen. 

When a View ofthem was obtained it was 
evident that they were enjoying themselves. 
They prodded the enhappy whale with won- 
derful vigor and rapidity. It was hard work 
killing sO large an animal and one so well 
protected by blubber, but the swordfish per- 
severed and finaly did the whale to death. 

It is asserted that the force with whicha 
a large swordfish strixes is equal to that 
which drives a twenty-foar pound shell from 
a howltzer. 

The common swordfish found in the At- 
lantic is Xiphias gladius. The sword isa 
sharp, bopy coutinuation of the upper jaw. 
It attains a length of five to ten feet and 
when full-grown can plerce the 
sheafed wooden hullofaship, There are 
various authenticated eases in which this 
has happened. One ship sprang aleak at 
sea from noapparent cause. When she ar- 
rived in port it was found that the swor41 of 
one ot these fish had pierced the copper, 
thick oak hull aed pine sheathing, ard then 
entered a barrel. The sword had broken off. 

There are afew animals which attack man 
and other animals without provocation. 
The swordfish is among them. 

The fights between swordtish are the most 
interesting to witness, as in other cases the 
chances are apt to be unequal. Two sword- 
fish fight lise determined and expert 
fencers. Oneof these combats is descrived 
by an eye-witness, The two fish frst rushed 
straight at one another, swordpoint to 
sworcpiont. One missed and the other's 
wea entered his head just below the eye. 
The wounded fish, however, turned as his 
enemy rushed past and drove his sword 
clear through the other’s body. 

The sinking of the sloop Red Hot, in the 
service of the United States Fish Commis- 
sian off New Bedford, was caushed by sword-

It Threatens Dangerous Pollution of 
St. Louis’ Water Supply. 


COMMISSIONER HOMAN AWAKE TO 
THB PERILS IN PROSPECT. 


Responsibility ef Municipalities fer 
the Pablic Health—The sitgarifica mt 
Course ef Other Cities in Shielding 
Their Bivers From Peliation—Chica- 
ge Centradictsa Its Owns Previeus 
Statements in Claimieg That its 
Canal will NetjPoliate the Waters Inte 
Which It Empties—Seme Timely 
Facts. 


If the city ofMcials were to receive word 
thatanarmy was marching from Chicago 
with muskets and cannon to destroy 5t. 
Louis there would not be much time wasted 
in getting ready to repel the invaders. An 
attack that may prove even more disastrous 
to the welfare of St. Louls has been begun 
by Chicagoand the @ity officials are indif- 
ferent to it as though they were bound and 
gagued and shackled to thelr desk. 

The assault is not to be made with guns, 
but Health Commissioner Homan Geciares 
that grape and canister would be nearly 
harmiess in comparison with the deadly 
stream of sewage that Chicago Intends turn- 
ing into the waters of the Mississippi a few 
miles upstream from the St. Louls Water- 
works. 

Some persons claim that there is not 
much danger of the city water supply belag 
contaminated, but there are reports of 
chewists on file in the Health Department 
which indicate tbat the waters of the Missis- 
sippl are already polluted with Chicago sew- 
age, and there are expert engineers and 
bacteriologists in St. Louls who em- 
phatically assert tbat when the Chicago 


drainage canal is completed the Mississippi, 
in the vicinity of the city water-works, will 
be so contaminated that the water will De ut- 
terly unfit for domestic purposes. Mayor 
Walbridge admits thatthe prospeet of hav- 
ing the entire sewage of Chicago apa of the 
vast population along the Illinois River dis- 
charged into the Mississipp! above the water- 
works, gives him a great deal of un- 
easiness, bat 50 far nothing has 
been done to protect the elty 
beyond asking the Municipal Assembly to 
adthorize the appointment of an investigat- 
ing commission. This recommendation was 
made by the Mayor in the middle of last win- 
ter and has not yet been acted upon. In 
the meantime the city has gone ahead with 
the construction of new water works, the 
intake being less than forty miles below the 

olnt where the sewage from Chicago is to 

ow intothe Mississippi at the rate of not 
less than 300.000 cubic feet per minute. 


MUNICIPAL RESPONSIBILITY, 

The city charter provides that the Mayor 
and Assembly shall have power to **estab- 
lish and maintain waterworks for fully sup- 
plying the city with wholesome water.’’ 


Corporation Counsel Marsh@li quotes this 
sentence from the charter in a legal 
opinion prepared for the Mayor, aad says, 
**Thereby there is cast upon the 

duty of supplying wholesome water.“ 

the water supply be ‘‘wholesome’’ 
Chicago turns a eonstant stream of flithy 
seware down the Llitnois River? The Cor- 
poration Counsel further says in his opinion 
tothe Mayor: No higher power or duty 
ever belonged to a muaticipality than 
the preservation of the health of its inkab- 
itants, for upon the fact and the reputation 
for the fact, in this respect, depend its 
financial prosperity and its attractiveness 
for residence purposes, and any well- 
grounded suspicion as to the wholesomeness 
of its water supply would be of incalculable 
injury.“ Mr. Marshall might also have 
stated that it is not only a duty 
of the city under its; charter to 
supply ‘‘wholesome’’ water, dut that the 
city is lable for any damages that may arise 
from supplying water that ts not whole- 
some. 

The people of Earopean countries long ago 
discovered that water could not be taken for 
domestic purposes from rivers into which 
the sewers of populous cities discharged. 
Scientists have deelared that the great chol.- 
era epidemic ia Hamburg two years ago was 
caused by the pollution of the Elbe. The 
Seine at ris has two or three times the 
flushing capacity thatthe Illinols will have 
when the drainage canal is completed, and 
twenty years ago Paris was compelled to 
Ond anotber way to dispose of sewage. 
Frankfort-on-the-Main has less than halfthe 
populationof st. Louis, and a great and 
rapid minimum flow of water, but the river 
is kept clear of sewage. Drs. Vohl, Fischer 
and Dahlen examined the waters of the 
Khine between Mulbeia and Cologne, where 
the minimem flow Is more than 900,000 cubic 
feeta minute, or three times greater than 
will be the flow of the er Drainage 
Canal, anc impurities were found which in- 
jured the water for domestic purposes. Ber- 
lin, Glasgow, Copenhagen, Kdinburgh and 600 
Other large oltles and towns took vigorous 
steps towards protecting their streams from 
contamination many years ago, and it ts 
upwards of 1,500 years since Uhina began 
cuiting ofthe head ot every person caught 
throwing anything impure into the rivers. 
The civil law of Rome also prescribes the 
death penalty for befowling public waters. 
London thut the sewers off fra the mes 
forty years ago and the British Royal Com- 
mission on Metropolitan Sewage Discharges, 
after a tnerough investigation of the subject 
in 1884, stated in a report to Parilameat that 
**the solids in sewage from cities are 100 tons 
a Gay to each 100,000 inhabitants—there is no 
river in the United Kingdom long enough to 
effect the destruction Of sewage by oxi- 
dation. 


CHICAGO CORBTRADICTS ITS OWN STATEMENTS. 
Those who are responsible for the con- 
struction of the big open sewer into which 
the entire sewage of Chicago is to be dis- 


charged, have attempted to still the alarm 
of people living along the banks of the 
lllinoig by esserting that the sewage will be 
diluted, oxidizedand made harmless the 
stream of pure water that is to flow in from 
Lake Michigam, The statements made by 
the commissioners and engineers of the 
canal disprove tuch assertions, for in 1887 
Engineer Cooley and Kugt Herring 
stated to the Iilinols slature 
that in order to satel 
sewage of Chicago the cas 
flushing eapacity of 600,000 eubic feet per 
minute. Chigago then had a n of 
800,000. It now Bas nearly doud in popn- 
lation, and the capacity of the canal is to be 
only one-half what the enginee 
that it must be when the population was 
800,000.

Some 
people say that no matter how much sewage 
may be brought down the Illinois it cannot 
flow intothe intake of the st. Louis water- 
works at the Chain of Rocks, for the 
reason that the \issouri, which empties 
Into the Mississippi above the 
Chain of Rocks, will force the waters from 
the IIlinois to keep om the opposite side of 
the channel, while the current from the 
Missouri will follow the west bank and 
supply the waterworks. Health Commis- 
sioner Homan argues differently, He 
claims that it the sewage from the Illinols 
has the greater specific gravity it will flow 
beheath the waters of the Missouri and thus 
Coutaminate the waters pumpted up by the 
waterworks. There is no scientific rule, he 
says, tor reasoning that the line of demarka- 
tien between the muddy waters of the Mis- 
ouri and the clear waters ot the Mississippi, 
sO easily seen on the surface, extends to the 
bottom ot the channel. On the contrary,the 
Commissioner says that all the investiga- 
tions he has so far made elearly indicate that 
the sewage which now comes from the IIIi- 
nols polilutes the water supply, and he long 
ago formed the opinion that if nothing is 
done to counteract the effects of the filthy 
stream that isto be discharged into the Mis- 
sissippi when the Chicago Drainage Canal is 
completed the people of st. Louls will bave 
to move elsewhere, 


MAYOR WALBRIDGBE INTERVIBWSD. 

A Post-Disparcu reporter taiked with 
Mayor Walbridge for nearly an hour oa the 
subject. ‘‘Eam deeply interested in it, the 
Mayor said, ‘‘and feel that there is no graver 


uestion confronting the people of st. Louis 
than the question ofa wholesome supply of 
drinking water. What must frst be deter 
mined, however, is just bow much St. Louls 
isto be affected by the Chicago Drainage 
Canal. Wen the Health Department pre- 
sented tomea report of the City Chemist, 
the burden of which was that sufficient 
impurities had been found in the waters of 
the ‘ ississippito imdicate that there is a 
possibility that our water supply may be 
contaminated, I madeas careful a study of 
the report as one could who is not an expert, 
and though ldid not and do not now de- 
lieve that the experiments made by the 
chemist justify the conclusion that our water 
supply is not wholesome, I became con- 
vinced that the question ought to be care- 

investigated. With that end 
view asked the As- 
to authorize the appointment 
of a competent commission, composed of 
chemists, cteriologists and microsacopists, 
the commissioa to thoroughly look Into the 
matter and determine beyond doubt whether 
or not our water supply is contaminated or 
is likely to be. It is useless t make super- 
ficial experiments, for they convince mo One. 
What is dose in this direction should de done 
thoroughly, and by experts of such high 
standing that their report would be received 
with confidente. ‘the Assembly adjourned 
withou King action on my recommenda- 
tion, but the matter has been taken up again, 
and liam in hopes that an ordinance 
authorizing the commission will soon be 
passed. Until this is done lam helpless,’’ 

‘*suppose the commission finds that the 
de wage from Chicago is certain to pollute 
our water suppiy?’’ 

Me could then extend a tunnel from the 
Waterworks into the Missouri and draw our 
supply direct from that channel, The als- 
charge from the IIlinois could not possibly 
extend that far. 

**Would you not take legal action to enjoin 
Chieago from defiling our water supply?’’ 

I should certainly take legal ceunsel on 
that question.’’ 

Have you done 60 yet?“ 

No, Iam waiting for the Assembly to 
authorize the appointment of a commis- 
sion, and it is useless to take any further 
steps until the commission determines 
whether or not we are going to be affected.’’ 


CITY COUNSELOR MARSHALL SEEN. 

Counselor Marshall when asked if he had 
made any preparations toward enjoining 
Chicago from discharging a stream of sew- 
age into the in-take of the St. Louls ‘Water- 
works, acknowledged that he had not. ‘‘The 
question of discharging the sewage of a pop- 
ulous city into a potable waterway,’’ said 
Mr. Marshall. is a question that has not re- 
ceived much adjudication in this eountry. I 
have serious doudts whether any one State 


could effectively control so important an act, 
and am encertain as to whe'her even Con- 
gress would have jurisdiction. However, by 
parity of reasoning with decisions of United 
States Courts jn recent railroad cases, lam 
Inclined to thiak the Federal Courts would 
uphold a Federal statute regulating the mat- 
ter.’

She was not at the opera on 
that fatal night when he was stabbed by a 
cowardly assassin, but she was at the Elysee 
when he was brought home to die. The 
Elysee being so closely associated with the 
death of M. Carnot, who died by an equally 
dastardly act, makes the description of the 
Dac de Berry’s death particularly inter- 
esting: 

On this last Sunday of the carnival all 
Paris had given itself upto amusement, but 
I remained alone at the Elysee. I was sound 
asleep, when suddenly I heard a noise at my 
door, and distinguished the vaice of my son- 
in-law, the Prince de Leon, who insisted 
upon coming in, as he wished to speak to 
me. The guard opposed him, hav- 
ing Deen ordered to let no one 
in at this hour. This loud 


dispute terrified me. I gotupand rang the 
bell. I called him, but he was already gone, 
My maid came ia, amasedat having seen a 
great crowd come rashing in at the court- 
yard. She ran down there while I put on my 
dress. ihad questioned the guard through 
the door, but he Knew nothing. Sarah came 
back almost immediately, faraly able to 
stand; she sobbed out, *Monselgneur bas 
been stabbed. He is assassinated!” °

BESIDES BRING NON-RESIDENTS NONE 
OF THE HEIRS APPLIED. 


Jadge Weerner Thinks the Public 44 
ministrator the Proper Official to Act 
in Such Cases, and Denies the Heirs’ 
Petition—Rohifing Wabeas Corpus 
Suit for Damages—Frobate News— 
Court Mews. 


Public Administrator Riehardson will con- 
tinue in charge of the estate of the late 
France Chandler, General Passenger Agent 
ofthe Wabash Rallway, who died without 
leaving a will or testament of any kind. 

Judge Woerner spent the better part of the 
day yesterday listening to the arguments of 
the counselon the two sides of the contro- 
versy, and at the conclusion of all the testi- 
mony said that he would not revoke ithe let- 
ters of ministration already granted to 
Public Administrator Richardson. 

The action to revoke the letters was 
brought by Bruce Chandler, a brother of the 
deceased, and his two sisters and a nephew. 
all of whom are heirs to the estate, but all 
non-residents of the State. They wanted 
George B. Burnett of the Wabash law de- 
partment appointed in the place of Dr. Rich- 
ardgon. The circumstances surrounding the 
case are rather pecaliar. When Mr. Chand- 
ler died his brother, who lives in Chicago, 
came here and nursed bim guring his last 
iliness. Immediately after his death or 
within a short time he returned to Chicago. 
Inthe meantime the Pablic Administrator 
belong sure there was no Will and no resident 
heirs took out letters in due form and pro- 
ceeded to gather together the assets of the 
estate. There was no opposition offered to 
this proceeding until some time after Mr. 
France Chandler’s death, when the heirs 
thought they would prefer to select the ad- 
ministrator themselves, so they asked for 
the revocation of the Richardson letters 
and the appointment of Mr. Burnett. 
Judge Woerner took the same view of the 
situation as did the Richardson attorneys 
and decided that inasmuch as some one 
other than one of the heirs had to be ap- 
pointed, and as there was no maladminis- 
tration eharged against Dr. Richardson, he, 
as the Public Administrator chosen for just 


such cases, was the proper reson to take 
charge, so he overruled the motion for a 


revocation of letters.

BAPOLEON ON LOVE. 


A Dia'ogue Written at 22,in Which He 
Calis It a Curse. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

M. Frederic Masson, whose remarkable and 
copious work, Napoleon and Women, was 
reviewed in the SUNDAY Fosr-Dier ares some 
months ago, is about to publish a long dia- 
logue on Love, written by Napoleon Bo- 
naparte at Valence, when he was serving 
there in 1791 asa Lieutenant of artillery. 

The author Kept this and other papers, 
which, in 1815, he addressed to Cardinal 
Fesch, and nobody else. The Cardinal, 
when obliged to quit France, took them 
with him to Rome, where he died in 1889. 
His executor, the Abbe Lyonnet, took 
possession of them, and, regarding them 
as his own property, sold them to M. Libri 
of the British useum, of whom they were 
bought dy the late Lord Ashburnham for his 
famous library. Prince Napoleon heard of 
these literary remains of his uncle, whom he 
greatly reverenced. He was, in 1580, abie to 
obtain a loan of them, and employed his 
friend and present literary executor, M. 
Frederic Masson, to copy them. 

The supposed interlocutor of Bonaparte is 
one Des Mazis, who was his college friend at 
brienne, and who entered the army simu!l- 
taneously with him. 

He and Des Mazis were separated by the 
storm of the Revolution. The Corsican Lieu- 
tenant bad the luck to be taken up by Carnot, 
who employed him in his office atthe War 
Ministry in drawing up maps and setting on 
paper the plans of ‘campaigns that he aic- 
tatedto him. Des Mazis emigrated, joined 
the Prince de Conde at Cobleng, and fought 
against Franct with the father of Marshal 
McMahon. He returned when his old college 
friend was First Consul, and solicited his 
patronage. Bonaparte made him Adminis- 
trator of the Furniture of the Orown, and 
when he became Emperor gave him the post 
of Chamberlain. The dialogue begins: 

Des Magis: Tou ask, mossieur, what is 
love? Do you mean that you are not made 
of the same stuff as other men?’’ 

Bonaparte: 1 do not ask you fora defini- 
tion of love. I wasformerly in love, and 1 
remember whatit was well enough not to 
need any of those metaphysical definitions 
which only confuse. I do more than deny its 
existence. I believe it injurious to sosiety 
and to the happiness of individual men. 
Finally, i belleve that love is an evil, and 
that it would be a biessing it a protecting di- 
vinity could deliver the world fromit. Do 
not misjudge yeur friend. Do not regard 
me with indignation, batanswer me. Why 
ig it that since this passion overmasters 7 
one no longer meets you in society? You 
— 2 — business, you neglect your par- 
ents and your friends. Whole days are spent 
in monotonous solitary rambles, and you 
mope about until you have an opportunity 
of seeing Adelaide. 

Des Magis: What stuff you talk!What does 
your society or your heavy science matter to 
me? Does what happened a thousaad years 
ago concern me? hatinfueace can I ever 
have on the courses of the stars?

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The Change of Venue Law 
as Recently Utilized. 


DETAILS OF NOTABLE INSTANCES. 


Since the introduction of the change of 
venue law on the statute Books many 
important criminal cases have been taken 
away from st. Louis to be tried. 

First Gn the list of prominent cases in 
which a change of venue has been taken are 
the Foerstel cases, in which ex-City Treasur- 
er Michael Foerste) is charged in seven cases 
with embersling $144,150 of tho city’s money. 
Four of the cases have gone to Jefferson 
County to be tried and three to Montgomery 
County. The embezzlements are alleged to 
have m committed in the spring of 1891 
and the changes of venue were taken May 29, 


1893. The cases are still pending in Jefferson 
and Montgomery Counties.

Incidentally 
Mr. Wieschahn has made a study of character 
through penmanship, and some of his de- 
ductions along this line appeal strongly to 
the common sense of every close observer of 
character. Beside acquiring a wide reputa- 
tion through his analysis of writing, Mr. 
Wiesehahn is an ornamental penman of 
unusual skill, and hes executed many pict- 
u portraits, historical compositions and 
landscapes—that have received Bigh praise 
from their close resemblance to steel en- 
gravings, though executed entirely with the 
pen. Mr. Wiesehahn’s analysis of expertism 
in caligraphy follows: 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 
The band, with the pen, may be considered 
a machine for the mechanical execution of 
writing. The papli, while learning to write, 
may be said to be learning to operate that

machine. He at first operates it slowly, with 
difficulty and hesitation, but gradually, with 
practice and care, its operations become 
more and more rapid, skilifal and certain, 
until at length, from the great force of habit, 
its operations become almost automatic, 
and, with only slight variations in form ana 
character, it performs all the opera- 
tions of writing, independent of 
any conscious aid from the mind, 
which is wholly absorbed in the prepa- 
ration of the matter being thus transcribed. 
The hand thus disciplined from long habit 
imparts to writing certain marked, peculiar 
and habitual characteristics and distinc- 
tions, which are fixed and arbitary, being as 
independent ot any mental operation or di- 
rect intention as is the pecoliar gait or mo- 
tion ofthe hands and arms while walking. 
This force of habit imparts a peculiar ex- 
pression, or countenance, to writing. These 
peculiarities, independent of the will, can- 
not suddenly and at will be avoided or con- 
cealed to escape identity. 

In well-graded and well-taught classes, 
practicing from the same copy, using the 
same materials and instructed by the same 
teacher, there is often no very marked dif- 
ference between the writing of a very large 
proportion of the class. The circumstances 
and their habit of practice being much the 
game, the result is not widely different. But 
lot the several members of the class, whose 
@riting now appears to be so nearly the 
same, leave the ¢lass-room and enter upon 
the various vocations of life, and observe 
how almost instantly and rapidly wil 
tolo the divergence ia their style. 
The style of each will undergo modification 
accorging tothe whole multitude oi varied 
circomstances under which they will prac- 
tice their writing. One, a gentieman of 
leisure, practicing very little, will change 
the style of his hand but slowly and his 
school-boy style will be long retained.

It 
is not so, however; the world’s mi- 
lions of writers write as many hands with 
the machine-made styles of the cutier as 
they did formerly with the stub or the 
Ir. ot the goose. By some mysterious 

w of man’s organization he is bound, from 
the time he learns to write to the time when 
all cease writing, to write im forms and 
combinations of forms, peculiar to and 
eharacteristic of himself, and of no other 
person oa artes. And itis essential to the 
welfare of postety that this should beso. If 
it were not, BO title to real estate could be 
made sure; property could not pass by de- 
vise; Crimes or felonies could be perpetratea 
without means of identification through the 
handwritiags of the criminais. 

‘Some people, we are told, consider it 
valgar to write plain, clerkiy hands. But 
the writer who signs with absurd scribblings 
around his name, or gives a pacuiiar shade 
or shape to certain letters, instead of pro- 
tecting himself—as he thinks—against 
forgery, is but lending his best ald toward its 
successful accomplishment. Hewho writes 
asimpie, bold, free hand, will shame the 
forger, because, however, correctiy it may 
be measured and drawn, the copy will lack 
the freedom of the original. That signature 
is best protected from forgery which is most 
simple, most regular, most free from absurd 
Singularities. Its simplicity is its protection. 

D’lsraell said: ‘lo every individuai 
nature bas given a distinct sort of writing, 
as she has given them a peculiar counte- 
mance, voice and manners. That the 
peculiar features of a man’s handwriting 
afford a true index to the character, temper- 
ameant, eccentricities and idiosyncracies of 
the writer isa propositionthat may be ac- 
Cepted as correct. It is also believed that if 
& persos accustomed to writing with the 
right hand should lose it and be obliged to 
form the habit of writing with the left, or 
even with the toes or the teeth, the writing 
would have many of the characteristics of 
the style originally acquired, because the 
writer was the same and has not the power 
to change Ris nature, although compelled to 
change his manner of writing. 

The close observer will also be able to dis- 
tinguish between nationality by their writ- 
ing as readily ashe does by speeeh, physi- 
Ognomy or any other race peculiarity. Even 
where one has learned to write another than 
hisown language the race distinction re- 
mains to a very perceptible degree. The 
writing of a German, Frenchman, Italian or 
other foreigner who has learned tospeak or 
writethe Engiish language wiil retain an 
idiocratic style perceptibie tothe expert as 
the brogue in the foreigner’s speech; ana the 
one can beshaken off no more easily than 
the other. The impulsive and gesticulating 
Frenchman reproduces himself in his florid 
and fantastic writing, as does the cool, 
— 87 Briton in his more deliberate and 
ess urnate style. 

It has been said that, next to seeing a dis- 
tinguished man, we desire to see his por- 
trait, and, after that, his autograph. But 
au autograph has this advantage over a por- 
trait: it must be faithful, a portrait rareiy 
is. im perusing the veritable handwriting of 
a celebrated person we seem brought into 
personal contact with him. 


TRAINED EXPERTS, 

There is no question that there have been 
persous who have acquired the ability to dis- 
cover in a single specimen of writing the 
character, the habits, the temperament, the 


sex, and the nationality of the writer. Every 
country, every nation, every city has its 
peculiar handwriting. And there have been 
persous who acquired such Kl from the 
study of handwriting that they 
could identify . person passing 
underan assumed name by examining the 
style in hien that assumed name was writ- 
ten. Askiliful analyst of handwriting can 
point where a writer was r in his purpose 
and where his nerves were steady and where 
bis fears overcame resolution—where he 
paused to recover his courage, where he 
changed his pen and Various other incidents 
accompanying the forgery. It is recorded of 
one who made this subject a study that at a 
meeting of the directors of a bank, none of 
whom knew the expert or were known by 
him, it was arranged that he should exhibit 
hie skill. For the first experiment each 
director wrote on a piece of 

perthe names of all the board. Eleven 
Rote were handed him, aud he specified the 
writer of each by the manner in which he 
wrote is oon name. He then asked them 
to write their own, ox any other name, with 
a carefal attempt to disguise as they could 
make, and gave permission for as many as 
pleased to write upon the same paper. In 
every instance he named the writer. 

The next experiment yielded unexpectea 
and startling results. A forged note which 
had been discounted by thecashier was pre- 
sented. The expert analyzed the forged sig- 
nature and pointed out one of the directors 
as the Grawer of the note. The forger tell to 
the foor as if dead. Of course the expert 
was told that be was mistaken, and that the 
thing he bad charge’ against one of their 
number was impossible, but in time the ac- 
cused confessed the crime. 

All really scientific examinations of hand- 
writing are based upon the well-known fact 
that the handwriting of every adult must in- 
evitably have multitadinous distinetive and 
habitual characteristics, of many of which 
the writer is himself unconscious, and whicn 
are the outgrowth of long habit and cir- 
cumstances and come at lengih to be pro- 
duced and reproduced by the sheer force 01 
habit, as it were, automatically by the hana, 
without any Gistinct thought or mental 
guidance. All peculiar formations of letters 
aud their combinations are thus, by the force 
of habit, unconsciously made and repeated; 
itistrue, not exactly in size and form, but 
with the same peculiar Characteristics 
that ideatify ali as the same. 
as many kernels of the same 
kind of grain, different in size ana form, but 
none the less identical in quality and com- 
position. The peo being heidin a certain 

sition, and moved under a certain degree 
of pressure, produces a peculiar quality of 
line, strength and iocation of shade, while 
babit imparts peculiar form, proportion, 
slope and combinations of letters, makes 
peculiar turns, stops, rests, crosses t’s, dots 
of i’s, initial and terminal lines, punctua- 
tion, turns, angles, spaces, orthography 
and a whole multitude of excentricities that 
characterizes and give rsonal identity 
to handwriting. Most of these habits and 
characterizings are unobserved by the 
writer, and, being unconsciously repeated, 
it becomes impossibie that they should be 
all, or even any great number of them, 
avoided at the willofthe writer. He may 
easily change his writing in ite general ap-

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istics inthe genuine, end trace them in and 
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perceive and trained to detect the atest 
resemblance or dissembiance in form or 
other habitualand distinguishing charater.- 
istics in writing. And in most instances, if 
not agi, they are enabled to reach conciu- 
sions and present reasons for the same 
which constitute the strongest kind of cir- 
cumstantial evidence. Of course the degree 
of conclusiveness must vary accordingto the 
nature and circumstances of the case. In 
some instances the scope of the examination 
will be too limited, or the evidence for and 
against acertain conciusion be too nearly 

lanced to justify a decided opinion. 

Ibere will be cases in which the inéica- 
tions of the truth will be so numerous. Clear 
and convincing that an intelligent investi- 
gator will reach a conciusion of absolute cer- 
tainty. In others there may not be absolute 
certainty, yet no grounds for a reasonable 
doubdt, while in still others the indications 
Will be so few, uncertain or conflicting as 
to leave the most intelligent investigator 
balanced between doubt and belief. la such 
cases intelligent experts, as wellas courts 
and juries, may honestly disagree. 

There are a great variety of eases which 
require the services of an expert, such as 
the forgeries of signatures, disguised and 
simulated writing, alterations of written 
documents, etc. Perna s the most dificult 
and unsatisfactory ofall cases in which an 
expert is called is where simply a skillfully 
executed signature is called into question. 
Often this class of forgeries are perpetrated 
by persons who are themselves experts, as 
skilifuland experienced as those who dre 
called Upon to detect them. All the know 
edge and methods known to the experts are 
em ployed—not alone in executing the forgery, 
but in the ase or safegards against detection 
and proof, In many such cases it is dimicult, 
and in not a few well-sigh impossible, for 
the most skilled experts to declare their 

enuinerness or spuriousness beyond doubt. 
fet, however skillful aforger may be, it is 
rare that fe will not overiook some point or 
habit in the genuine upon which he Will fall, 
and which will be Nr to the really 
skilled expert. This class of expert work is 
dificult, Decause of the limited amount of 
writing generally brought into question from 
which the expert can make comparison and 
on which he may dase an opinion. 

In disgaised and simulated writing there is 
usually a greater bulk of material, thereby 
affording the @xXaminera better opportunity 
for studying the habits and characteristics 
ofthe writers. In such cases a skilled ex- 

ert will not only reach a decisive and satis. 

actory conclusion, but in doing so will 
amply justify the same by facts and reason 
—so as to convinee courts and juries of the 
scientific nature of the examination. 


IDENTIFICATION OF SIGNATURES. 

Those who have not witnessed the tedious 
ways in which the identification of signa- 
tures and writings is made practicable, have 
litite idea of the intense and arduous labor 
which precedes any satisfactory result. 


When, however, a well-qualified expert has 
concluded an investigation, the conclusions 
and results at whick he arrives are so forti- 
fied by the new facts adduced that they are 
irresistible and afford proofalmost as also- 
lute as any—even the most accurate of which 
human observation, stady and experience 
are capable. 

Jadieial experience in questions of call. 
graphy has establisned a number of propos 
tions which are now accepted as deyond dis- 
pute; besides a vast numberof corroliaries, 
which under certain given circumstances, or 
set of circumstances, will be invariably ren 
able. Without referring to the corroliaries, 
it is sufficient to allude to two only of the 
propositions, These are (1) that the chances 
are sO smallasto mate it practically a fact 
that no two autograph signatures, written 
naturally, will be perfect fac similies. So, 17 
upon superimposition against the light, two 
signatures are found to perfectly coincide in 
every line andtick, that is, to be perfect 
fac similies, one of these signatures is a 
forgery. 

2. That it is impossible fora writer to suc- 
cessfully disguise in any writing of any 
length the charecteriatics of his own pen 
manship. ‘The first preposition is an axiom, 
as anybody, by writing his own name any 
number ortimesand comparing the signa- 
tures together can see for himself. 

In the famous Howland will case, Prof. 
Pierce testified that the odds are just exactly 
2,866, 000, 000, 000, 000, 000. 0% to 1 that an indi- 
vidual could not, witha pea, write his name 
three times so exactly alike as were three al 
leged signatures of Sylvia Ann Howland, the 
testatrix in this case, toa Will and two codi- 
eils, allof which were ln evidence. The case 
and the estate turned on the question 
whether interested parties had not framed 
the codicils to suit themselves, and attached 
to each of them facsimilies of the genuine 
signature, ‘‘Sylvia Ann Howland, which 
was signed to the will. 

Ihe second, though less apparent, rule, ts 
proved by experiemce to be fully as reliable. 
From the first proposition it follows that a 
genuine signature eas be distinguished from 
a forged signature; andfrom the second 
thattheidentity of a writer can be dis- 
covered from his handwriting. 

Inthecase of the forgery of a signature 
whichisto pass once the eye of a paying 
teller, and which, if t passes his eye once, 
has accomplished its object, it is not dim- 
cut to gee that, if successfal, its very success 
is a proofjof the trath of both of these propo- 
tion. Forits ultimate discovery will prove 
that a forgery can de dis- 
covered, which is the proposition; 
and the fact that it deceived the teller’s ere 
by its close imitation of the characteristics 
of the supposed writer’s signature (for no 
paying teller identifies dy rg get sme 
or microscopical study, Dut by his memor'- 
gation of the charaeteristic), since the forg- 
ery is exceptional, proves the rule. The best 
proof that the rule, without superimposition 
or microscopical study, is all but infallible. 
is that our banks pay out unnumdered min- 
ions of dollars, reiying upon the unaided 
eyes and memories of paying tellers, acting 
on the instant, day in and day out, and that 
their percentage of loss by forgery is so smal! 
as to be scarcely apparent. 

Now the question Whether the name of 
„„John Peters’’ was erittea dy the same 
man who wrote Join Peters’’ is to be as- 
certained ata glance, or, if a doubt arises by 
the usual comparison, and tbe question of 
the characteristic need not necessarily be 
appealed to. 

Again, the question being whether the 
words John Peters were written by a per- 
son known to have written the words 
„Peter Johnson, the labor of the exam!- 
mation would be comparatively light, 
because all of the etters used ia 
the alleged autograph, „„John Peters’’ 
occur in the genuine autograph, ‘‘Peter 
Johnson.“ But if the question were whether 
the hand that wrote the genuloe autograph, 
„Peter Johnson, wasthe same that wrote 
the words ‘‘Milly Twigg,’’ the calixraphist 
must begin his labors much farther back—at 
the characteristic; because he will have no 
single, genuine, sample letter before him. It 
issuch examinations aad comparisons as 
are bere instanced that most severely test 
the skill and patience of the expert. 
owe VALUE OF EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Respecting the reliability and consequent 
value of expert testimony some courts and 
By some itis esteemed very 
highly, by others as of little value. But, 


however it may be regarded, from the very 
force of circumstances such testimony must 
continue tobe frequeatiy employed in all 
courts of justice, and Ike all other testi- 
mony must be taken by courts and juries for 
what itis worth, andthe devree of its value 
must depend upon the circumstances of each 
case, together with the known integrity and 
intelligence of the expert as manifested by 
the reasons which he may give for the opin- 
ions expressed. Onthe subject of expert- 
ism in handwritings a conttibutor to the 
Criminal Law Magazine recently wrote: 

**It has been only within a comparatively 
recent riod that criminal jurisprudence 
has awakened tothe fact among 10,000 more 
or jess Gelicate and thread-ike clews em- 
ployabie in the detection of crime, there was 
one little detective tuat no alertness could 
bame or ingenuity mislead, no forgery, dis-

H. Lennox-Maxwell’’ (the murderer of

Just 
anderneath the inscription appears a scroll 
which served as the basis of comparison with 
other writings of Maxwell; and it wa in 
harmony with n else that is known 
of his character that he should desire to 
leave his mark apoa everything be touched. 
As a matter of fact there was nothing which 
passed through his hands which did not 
nave his mark before it lefthim. Here is 
the inscription, scroll and all, which did so 
much to accomplish Maxwell’s andoing; and 
if the fact is of any interest to the morbidly

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HOW TIME WOULD BE SAVED IN SOUND- 
IId ALARMS, 


Zhe System Could Be Introduced at a 
Cost of $10,000—a Better Investment 
Than Ten New Engine Houses—The 
Chicago Pire Alarm System. 


„Ten thousand dollars spent for keyless 
doors for fire alarm boxes would, in my 
opinion, be a better investment for the city 
of St. Louis than the erection of ten engine 
houses.’’ * 

This was the deliberate utterance of Silas 
F. Benedict, Superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm and Police Telegraph, in a discussion 
of the merits and shortcomings of the St, 
Louis Fire Department telegraph system. 

„Ot twenty-five men passing that box 
Gown there, continued Mr. Benedict, 
„perhaps only one has a key; but wader the 
keyless door system everyone would be pro- 
videa witha key. Now, the best time to get 
away witha fire is while it is young. Sup- 
pose you are passing at night near a busi- 
ness house with a fire alarm box in front of 
it, and you discover the place to be on fire. 
If you were inside right now you might 
stamp the fre out, but you are not, 
and there are the barred and bolted 
doors. You run up to the box and see, 
that is one of the old-fashioned kind—‘ key on 
the northwest corner.’ You stand and yell 
for a policemana time or two, bat the po- 
liceman is on the other side of his beat. All 
this while the fire continues to burn—for 
bluffs don’t go. Tou run to the ‘northwest 
corner’ and ring the bell. Maybe the fellow 
sticks his head out of the window, after you 
have waited five minutes, and asks 
you what’s up. ‘Fire across the way— 
throw down your key.’ Does be throw it 
Gown? Not much; men who earry those keys 
are not taking any sach chances. Instead he 
dresses, and rhaps ten minutes from the 
time you saw the fire the box is pulled. By 
say ——— it will oe . — en — gp hae — * 
adjoining property— the o na re doing 
beyond allremedy. But if you hed Sound a 
keyless box when first bey saw the blaze the 
first chemical eagine that got around would 
have had no troubleia preventing ‘almost 
the entire loss. That's why Isay that Key- 
less boxes are what this city needs just now 
— than new engine-houses and appa- 
ratus.’’ 
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This placard reveals plainly but one trait 
of :\axwell’s character, his vanity. There 
are other products of his hand which reveal 
his unreliability, his treachery, his self-es- 
teem, stubbornness, seifishness, sensuality, 
wantof sympathetic feeling, unmanliness, 
indecency, disposition to eaaggerate, want 
of strength,of perceptive facilitiesand weak- 
nessand instability of character; but the 
placard mainly sets forth his vanity. The 
chief indications of that vanity are the flour- 
ish with which the ‘‘e’’ in cause termi- 
nates, and the use of the scroll. Ihat scroll, 
with slight modifications, appears in all the 
letters which he wrote to Preller, and which 
were found among Frelier’s effects. Max- 
well was hung because de wrote too much. 


nin CUMMINXGS’"* PEXNMANSHIP. 
„im Cummings. alias Fred Wittrock, 
was another person whe was indiscreetly 
fond of practicing penmanship. I have 
sometimes thought that at least the greater 


portion of the first letter which he wrote to 
the press, in which he assumed the blame 
for the robbery and endeavored to ex- 
culpate Fotheringham, was written several 
days before the crime was committed. The 
robbery took place on Monday night, Oct. 
B. 1886. The date of the first letter 
was Originally Oct. 21,and was changed to 
Oct. 81, at the time when st. Joseph, Mo., 
was inserted, the letter having beer mailed 
from St. Joseph on Oct. 31. Here is the date 
and superscription of the bogus order to 
Fotheringham:

But with the patented keyless door 
the bell Degins toring as soon as the person 
starts turning the handle, and as the handle 
cannot be turned all at once the alarm lasts 
sometime. And, even after the handle is 
released, the alarm continues untl the 
mechanism has run back to the start- 
ing place. Thus. it is just as difficult for one 
to turn in an alarm on a “<x«eyless 
box as one of the old-fashioned kind. What 
is the use of figuring on saving seconds in re- 
spondingto an alarm if minutes must be 
wasted in getting the alarm to the depart- 
ment. It's the first few minutes after a fire 
is first discovered that count most seriously 
for saving or loss, and it’s the first few min- 
utes that the keyless boxes are intended to 
utilize to the Dest advantage. 
eference was made to the difference de 
tween the systems it use in Chicagoand St. 
Louls in transmitting alarms tothe Fire De- 
artment. Therethe force in each district 
s ordered into service only when there is a 
Are in that district; in St. Louis the entire 
department is ordered into readiness for 


Now the style of those two lines ts the style 
of a practical railroad man, ard was, ino 
fact, an imitation—a forgery—of the writine 
of Mr. Barrett, tPe company’s agent at 
Springfield ;and while ‘*‘Cummings’’ was not 
himself a practical raliroad man, 
be in this case carefully 
copy the writing and style of 
com position of a railroad man, whose note of 
introduction would De likely to be accepted 
by an express messenger. But, with all the 
effort ot Cummings to acquire the style of 
Mr. Barrett's writing, he failed in a numder 
of instances to conceal strong characteristics 
of his own hendwriting. For instance, 
the peculiar stem in the capital N“ in 
„No. 8;’’ alsoin the letter r in the line 
just below, with its peculiarancular ter- 
mination. Notice also the peculiar hook of 
the initial line im thecapital‘'M,’’ in the 
small letter e and of the capital letter 
78g. These are characteristics, which 
“Qammings’’ could not kide—in fact was 
unconscious of, and he unconsciously repro- 
duced theminthe forged order to Fother- 
inghem. 

Another of Cammings’ peculiar capital 
stems appears again in Tours Truly, a8

The Government Candidates Will Win in 
the Coming Election. 

Saw FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The following ad- 
vices were brought to this point dy the 
steamer Australia, which arrived in harbor 
to-day: 

HONOLULU, Sept. 15.—The coming election, 
to be held Oct. 29, is creating considerable 
talk. From present indications there will be 
little opposition to the Government candi- 


dates. No Royalist nominations have been 
made yet, though Paul Neumann, conftiden- 
tial adviser to the ex-Queen, has deen freely 
spoken of as a candidate for senator. 

One of the clauses of the new constitution 
is to the effect thatall Government officials 
who have not tagen the oath of allegiance to 
the Republic by Sept. 1 will be discharged. 
This rule will be carried out, even to the ex- 
clusion of the women school teachers, a few 
of whem would not give up their allegiance 
to Lilluokalani. A majority of the native 
office holders have taken the required oath, 
however, and stand pledged to support the 
present Government. = 

One American, three German and one En- 
glish men-of- war have been in Honolulu har- 
bor for the past week. The Germans left a 
few days ago, and the Charleston departed 
yesterday for the scene ofthe Corean war. 
The Hyacieth,an English wership, leaves 
to-day fora short cruise.

THE INDUSTRIALS ARE THE FAVORITES 
FOR MANIPULATION. 


Infrequent Statements ef Harnizgs Make 
Them Soft Spots for BReom Traders 
Business Ghows Many Signs of Re- 

‘ wivalin New York—Big Sales at Dry 
Geods Stores. j 


New YORK, sept. 22.—The absence of deep 
convictions on the part of current operators 
explains why on successive days the same 
stock should alternate between strength and 
weakness. This does not apply to the in- 
dustrials for the reason that their direction 
is dictated almost to one point bya well- 
known group of speculators, who, by keep- 
ing faith with each other, could advance or 
Gepress the prices of their favorites over a 
range of from sero to 200. The absence 
of good faith between them has, 
since the dealings in these 
stocks began on the Exchange, deen the 
chief reasen for the violent movements in 
their prices. Room traders make their ven- 
tures in industrials for the reason that they 
can get quick action. The more logical 
movements in legitimate railway shares 
have little attraction for them simply de- 
cause fluctuations of from one to five points 
aday are improbable. As the pere, my 
of the Exchange, In the absence of auy con- 
siderable commission business, is more than 
ever composed of Droxers who are trading 
for their own account, the favor into which 
these stocks have come is not to be won- 
Gered at. 

The industrial properties should de re- 
quired to submit statements of their earn- 
ings and oftener than once a year. If this 
were done, it would go far to remove one 
great element ot uncertainty. Most of them 
are grossly over-capitalizea, and while po 
doubt the large profits have enabled them 
ts honestly maintain dividends, it should be 
remembered that what has been capitalized 
is their earning power rather than the plant. 
Under favorable conditions, and if the oon- 


ditions could have any elements of per- 
manency assured, no objection could be 
made to this method. Everyone knows that 
the investments made in the companies in- 
cluded in the sugar company do not repre- 
seat anything like an outlay of $75,000,000, 
not to speak of the $10,000,000 bonds, author- 
ized to de issued at the discretion of the 
management. Yet the company paid and 
doubtless earned last year over 20 per cent 
on One-half of the stock and 7 per cent on the 
other half, reporting beside a large surplus. 
The element of permanency, if present, 
would make sucht a stock worth at least 200. 

Such profits were made under a tariffas 
favorable as could be desired, but what they 
will earn under the tariff now in operation is 
another matter. 

The standard Ol Co., greater and richer 
than any ofthem, has never invited specu- 
lation in its shares, and no one hears any 
thing concerning its business of periods of 
ruin and periods of prosperity. It would have 
been well for the Exchange if the other in- 
dustrials which have been admitted toa 
place inthe dealings had been forced to go 
about their several businesses. It was a bad 
day for the prosperity of the 
street when dealings in the 
shares of these concerns were 
allowed, and we believe a better era of pros- 
perity would dawn onthe street, if it were 
not possibie to strike them from the list. It 
is, of course, possible to conduct manipula- 
tion in railway shares, and, indeed, it 18 
going on all the time, but it is conducted 
within reason. Manipulation, even in tlie in- 
Gustrials, bas some supposed or alleged 
basis of fact, but in the case of a 
railway stock it is dificult te 
invent a mystery element that can survive a 
close scrutiny. The popularity into which 
the speculation in grain and cotton is grow- 
ing is due to the publicity of the factors gov- 
erning their prices. It cannot ve doubied 
that the industrial shares would have found 
freer and fairer play in the legitimate list. 

Wall street is spoken of as furnishing the 
fairest and most even game in the world. It 
is necessary that the Exchange should fur 
nish a broad market for securities. Legiti- 
mate speculation helps to broaden and 
steady the market. Upto yesterday the in- 
destrial group had almost monopolizea 
speculative interest. The announcement 
then of the reduction ofthe dividend of the 
Nock Island brought granger shares again 
into notice. That event is easily the most 
importaagt of the week, and speculatively the 
most important of several Weeks. As aii the 
other suspected dividends had been main- 
tuined, operators were settling down to the 
idea that another quarter would elapsw be- 
fore this factor would come into play. Yes- 
terday’s wild geliing of the stock will, of 
course, Dring about its oon reaction. The 
importance of the reduction lies in the effect 
it Will have onthe sentiment of the stock- 
holders of this and other granger roads. The 
impossibility of Dringing about liquidation 
without such action on the part of railway 
managers has been conceded ty the bears, 
and as one by one the regular dividends have 
been declared their hopes have rown 
smaller. Attention has often been cailed to 
the fact that the grangers were a menace to 
the etablility of the market, and there is no 
use belittling the effect of the crop ruls in 
the West. Granting the government fig- 
ures were incorrect, and that a 
larger yield may be expected, the in- 
creased yield in the Southern States, 
when decucted from the most hopeful 
estimates of the total crop, leave a heavily 
diminished harvest for the corn-growing 
States. Western bank officers agree that 
the blight and its effect ona their section of 
the country has not veen exaggerated, and 
thatthe greatest cauticn must be used in 
making loans to the farmers of that section, 
There is little change te be reported in the 
general situation. Business in tue dry goods 
Gistrict is brisk. Some of the larger houses 
report the sales of several days during the 
last fortnight to have been the largest in 
their history. 
Ihe Post says: Mueh to the perplexity of 
small professionals he one was disposed to 
sell to-day, and grangers, including Rock 
Island, scorea a sharp advance. A good 
part of the decline, forced yesterday on the 
dividend reduction, was recovered. The 
prompt reaction was a rather unusual show- 
ing of marked common sense. On the whole, 
however, the Rock Island incident has been 
taken very rationally. Here and there the 
reebish printed this morning in some 
quarters, denouncing the direetors’ action, 
has tound favor, but no intelligent observer 
thinks of arguing that the company’s sur- 
plus ought to have been used for dividends, 
Tais is a notion worthy of ag infant school. 
Whether the surplus be invested in the com- 
pany’s own business or in remunerative 
stocks of other properties the shareholder 
receives in either case its regular prouts. 
Such cases as the Reading show the necessity 
of keeping such a fund intact as the 
final safeguard or the corpora- 
tion’s credit. There is time enough 
yet to survey the conditions, often widely 
differing, under which these companies are 
placed. There is one of them, however, 
which must, unless its managers are lost to 

rudence, follow the Rock Island’s example.

THE RATIO QUESTION. 


A New Light Net Heretefere Diseussed 
in Cengressienal Halls. 


The following paper, written forthe Sur 
DAY Post-DiIsPATCH by Mr. John T. Field, 
presents a valuable collection of data and 
a silver Christian’s argument on the silver 
question: 


THE PRODUCTION OF MONEY METALS. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
„What shall be the ratio between gold and 
silver?’’ Should silver be remonetized? 
The tariff question being settled () the 
financial question is again to the front. 


The question of remoretizing silver cannot 
be considered at all satisfactorily without 
determiaing the question of the ratio.“ 
The ‘‘ratio,’’ whether i6tolor Wtolor any 
other set of figures,must be definitely settled, 
otherwise the question of remonetizing silver 
is of no practical value. 

Mr. Robert Rarelay. Director of the Man- 
chester Chamber or Commerce, in the Fort- 
nightly Review, reproduces tre tables of Dr. 
Adolph Soetbeer (and the Director of the 
United States mint), showing the estimated 
production of gold and silver trom the 41s 
covery ot America (1492), tothe year i892, in 
kilogrammes, viz.: 12,856,766 Kllogrammes 
of gold and 283,278.334 Kllogrammes of silver. 

In senator Vest’s speech, delivered Aug. 
14, 1898, in the United States Senate, the same 
tables are given in ounces, and substantially 
auree, viz.: 897,191,823 ounces of gold and 
7,522. 507, 716 ounces of silver. 

During this period of 400 years, there are 
two distinct epochs tn financial history, or 
rather in the production of the precious 
metals. The silver mines of the new world 
gave new lifeto Europe and this abnormal 
production of silver dispelled the darkness of 
the miadle ages. 

Ia 1851 the abnormal production of gold 
from the mines of Valifurnia and Australia, 
so stimulated enterprise as to cause many 
mations to seriously contemplate demonetiz- 
ing gold. 

It seems proper, then, for a better appre- 
Cilation of the history of finance. that these 
two periods de considered separately. 

During the 3860 years, from 1492 to 1852, the 
production Mas in the proportion of thirty- 
one ouncés of silver toone ounce of gold. 
During the forty years, from 1852 to 1892, the 
proportion was of eleven ounces of silver to 
one ounce of gold, 

The ratio forthe whole period of 400 years 
was in the proportion of nineteen ounces of 
silver to one eunce of gold. 

MOTE. —If any one would like to examine this for 
themselves, let me cive the following footings from 
tables.

The annual average production of gold from 1492 

to 1852 was 427,383 oz and of silver 13,380,361 uz., 
or in proportioa of 31 te 1. 

The average annua! produetion of goid from 1852 
was 6,103,569 ounces and of silver 67,639,442 
ounces, or in proportion of 11 to], 

These figures ought to effectually settle the claim 
that there 1e an abnormal (relative) production of 
silver at the present time. 

Unfortunately, speakers and writers on 
thig subject of ratio use short periods. For 
example, Senator Vest uses the periods, 1833 
to 1840, 1641 to 1850, 1851 to 1855, and so on, as 
though such short periods could give any 
valuable data in solving a problem which 
bas todo with the lifetime of the human 
race. 

Even France, to fix by law the ratio of 
value between fold and silver, took the 
market price of gold and silver builion for 
the period of but one century. 

To my mind there isa natural law which 
should govern our legal enactments in this 
regard; a law as just and as equitable and as 
beneficient as the law of gravitation. I am 
convinced that the Almiehty foresaw 
the needs of the human race 
in the matter of money metals 
clearly as he foresaw our needs for light, or 
for fuel, and as bountifully provided for 
those needs. When a man had burned up 
the forrests, coal measures were discovered, 
When men had killed off the oll producing 
Ash, coal oll was discovered. As coal and 
coal oll are rapidly being consumed, God has 
brought man to Know the uses of electricity 
for light, for power and for fuel, 

As God provided for man’s needs in the 
wood; im the coai; in the fish, and in the 
rivers ot oil in the rocks; in the lightnings 
which pervade matter; and all these were 
found when and as needed by the human 
race, Just so God provided the gold and the 
silver, the only known metals which answer 
the best human conception gof what a me- 
tallle money suould be, to be found when 
anu where most needed for the uses of man- 
kind and in the relative quantities which he 
foresaw most beneficial. 

Any arbitrary lewal enactments which 
hall fun Countre to Go4’s lars (the laws of 
nature), must of necessity produce unfortun- 
ate results, the monometailic laws of 
Gnance prove this proposition. With this 
viow, lec us not stop at a period of even 400 
years in the study of this probiem—which is 
coincident with the life of the race—let us 
take the period of the gdaancial history of the 


world.

From all the foregoing considerations it 
would seem that so long asa metallic basis 
ror money shall be a necessity of the com- 
meree of the world, that the nations cannot 
do better than to adopt the natural ratio, as 
found tn the relative production of the two 
metals, since the world began. 

The question as to whether the United 
States could remonetize silver on this stan- 
dard, without the co-operation of other na- 
tions, is just such a question as, whethera 
man should obey God and do right without 
the co-operation of the other members of the 
community. 

rhe benefits from doing right, accruing to 
the individual, must also, in the nature of 
things, accrue to the community, to the 
State, to the nation from right doing, Ex- 
pediency is always harmfal. Right is never 
wrong. ' 

There are many who see inthis ‘‘silver 
question,“ as we callit, a great moral Issue. 
If there is a moral issue in it, it is so because 
the well-being of the masses is involved, 
and who can doubt it? 

When a moral issue is involved no man 
should talk of a compromise. The compro- 
mise is but to dally with evil, and evil will 
getthe better of us every time. If some, 
whoare now rich because of our present 
financial plan, shall become poor because 
the moneyed wealth of the country (which is 
now fixed by the lawsof the country) shall 
be made to harmonize with the laws of God, 
which are always righteous, those sufferers 
should remember thatthe ‘‘law of vicarious 
atonement’’ pervades the universe. ‘‘The 
greatest good to the greatest number. Hu- 
manity cannot afford torun counter to the 
laws of God.

New York, Sept. 22.—The second battle 
with shovels between the most prominent 
women of Setauket closed yesterday.

The 
highway commissioners decided that the 
street should be called Hand avenue, 
and that the signs should be placed in posi- 
tion. Others wanted it called Bay View 
avenue. Whenthe attempt was made two 
weeks ago to place the signs in position the 
women descended on the workmen with 
shovels and Grove them away. In the strug- 
gle yesterday hasbands assisted the women. 
The women say that is why they lost. In the 
private yards signs have been placed bear- 
ing the words Bar View avenue. Early 
yesterday the commissioners appeared at 
the end of the avenue, followed by one of 
Hand’s wagons, bearing a sign, a derrick, 
two barrels of cement, scraps of iron, 
broken stone, shovels, etc. Hand and 
two deputy sheriffs came in the rear. Im- 
mediately a crowd collected, led by urs. 
William Risley, and Mrs. Thomas Rowland. 
They wore sunbonnets and carried shovels. 
A Goren men appeared with shoveis. 
‘It’s the town’s fight now boys’ said 
Hand.

A NAVY UNDERMANNED. 


Cempiaint That the British Navy Has Not 
Men Enough to Handle It.
